OFFICIAL RETUXNNS FROM THE 
OHIO ELECTION. 

ONE MORE REPUBLICAN ADDED TO THE 
LIST OF CONGRESSMEN—THE LOSSES IN 
THE SEVERAL DISTRICTS—GOY. FOS- 
TER’S VIEW OF WHAT THE PARTY 
POLICY SHOULD BE. 


Cotumsus, Oct. 12.—Further returns 
show a slight improvement in the Congres- 
sional districts. Morey, in the Third District, 
is elected over Campbell, Democrat, by 42 
majority, while Hart, Republican, in the 
Twelfth District, has a majority of 13 over 
Neal, Democrat. These returns are official, and 
change somewhat the estimate given last night. 
McKinley, Republican, in the Eighteenth, is de- 
feated by Wallace, Democrat, by a majority of 
only 40. The following Democrats have been 
elected, there being none now regarded as 
doubtful; Follett, First District; Jor- 
dan, Second; Murray, Third; Le Fevre, 
Fourth; Seney, Fifth; Hill, Sixth; 
Hurd, Tenth; Converse, Thirteenth: War- 
ner, Fifteenth ; Wallace, Eighteenth; 
Wilkins, Sixteenth; Paige, Twentieth; Foran, 
Twenty-first; Geddes, Fourteenth; total, 14. 
The Republicans conceded to be elected are: 
McCormick, Eleventh District; Updegraff, 
Seventeenth; Taylor, Nineteenth; Keifer, 
Eighth; Hart, Twelfth; Morey, Seventh, and 
Robinson in the Ninth; total, 7 The losses 
sustained by the Republicans in all but 
two of the Congressional districts are esti- 
mated as follows: First District, 2,198; 
Second, 2,763; Third, 1,516; Fourth, 1,818; 
Fifth, 1,029; Sixth, 2,018; Eighth, (Keifer’s,) 
1,148; Ninth, 898; Tenth, 89; Eleventh, 
1,711; Thirteenth, 1,155; Fourteenth, 3,383; 
Fifteenth, 1,983; Sixteenth, 2,000; Seven- 
teenth, 2,357; Eighteenth, 3,564; Nineteenth, 
8,090; Twentieth and Twenty-first, 8,607. The 
comparison is made with the vote cast for 
Governor one year ago. 

A number of Cincinnati gentlemen called on 
Goy. Foster this afternoon, and intimated that 
the agitation of the temperance question had 
cost the Republicans the State, and that 
the policy of the party should be 
changed. In this Gov. Foster did not 
agree with them, stating substantially that, 
while he was aware that the Legislature went 
beyond the platform of the Republican State 
Convention in not submitting a constitutional 
amendment to be voted upon and submitting the 
question of regulating the liquor traffic to the 
— any step backward now would 

2 most fatal, not only to the Repub- 
lican Party, but would eventually ruin 
the very business which they now sought to 
protect. He believed the Legislature should, 
as soon as practicable, pass a law taxing the 
traffic the same as other business was taxed, 
and providing that the tax should be collected 
the same as other taxes. A_ provision 
could be ma‘’e that any failure to pay the tax 
should create a lien on the premises where the 
liquor was sold. He would show no resert- 
ment on account of the action of the liquor- 
dealers in the late campaign, but would favor 
the same legislation that he would had 
the party been successful. He thougbt a 
reasonable tax would place the traffic in 
liquor in more responsible hands, and that 
many of the low saloens would be closed and 
crime lessened. Unless such a course was pur- 
sued and a step taken in advance which would 
lessen the evils resulting from the traffic, he 
should not be surprised to see the Prohibition- 
ists poll 100,000 votes a year hence. He be- 
lieved all interests would be best served by 
——_ a tax on the traffic at an early day. 
t was certainly no time now to change the | 
policy of the Republican Party in this State. 
Such a step would insure its ruin. 

Gen. John Beatty, the Stalwart leader, in 
speaking of the result says: ‘‘Such reactions 
are necessary and beneficial to any great 
party, and will do much toward purifying our 
politics. The shaking up of Tuesday will, I 
trust, throw overboard much of the rotten 
hangers-on that would disgrace even the Ohio 
Democracy. ‘he Republican Party will be 
strengthened ; it was not born to diese young.” 

** Will the Republicans recover in time for 
next year?’ ‘‘Yes, Sir. We will elect the 
Legislature a year hence, and a President 
In 1884. 

Returns received from 50 counties show a 
net Democratic gain of 35,299. The 38 coun- 
ties yet to be heard from will, it 
is estimated, increase the Demo- 
cratic majority to about 20,000 
‘tthe Democratic gains in Cuyahoga, Franklin. 
Hamilton, and Montgomery Counties will ex- 
ceed Foster’s majority of last year. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Speaker Keifer, 
who arrived in Washington this evening, at- 
tributes the Republican defeat in Ohio mainly 
to the liquor question. He does not think the 
Bame result will followin Pennsylvania, and 
New-York, as the Republicans in those 
States will close up their ranks and carry both 
States by handsome majorities. Representa- 
tive George L. Converse, also arrived here to- 
fay. Speaking of the rosult of the elec- 
tion, he said he thougbt the liquor question 
bad a great deal to do with it, especially in the 
large cities. He attributes the Republican de- 
feat, however, main] to dissatisfac- 
tion on the part of the people with 
the course pursued by Republican 
arty leaders in using the influence and pa- 
esinee of the Government, as well as the 
forced contributions of Government employes 
against the freedom of elections.

THE STATE CAMPAIGN. 
CONTINUED EVIDENCES OF IMPROVEMENT IN 
REPUBLICAN PROSPECTS. 

Demands for good campaign speakers are 
being received daily at the Republican State 
Committee’s head-quarters, in the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel. Many urgent requests have 
been received from various parts of the State 
for the services of the Hon. Chauncey M. 
Depew. Some difficulty is experienced by 
the committee in securring the ciass 
ef speakers that’ they desire. ‘*The old war- 
horses,” as a member expressed it, ‘‘are worn 
put or tired out, and they can only be got to en- 
ter a campaign with a great deal of persuasion. 
Some of them won’t consent to go on the 
stump under any circumstances. We have 
got to raise up a new lot of speakers for fu- 
ture campaigns. They have got to be 
broken in, but when they do take the 
stump they will keep it for years, the same as 
their predecessors have.”

“GREAT GAINS IN WEST VIRGINIA, 

WHEELING, West Va., Oct. 12.—The latest 
returns show that a sweeping political revolu- 
tion has occurred in this district, Gen. Goff, the 
Republican candidate for Congress, has a ma- 
jority of about 1,650, which isa change of 3,135 
as compared with the vote of two years ago.

A HOT FIGHT FOR CONGRESS. 

MR. JADWIN TO RUN AS AN INDEPENDENT IN 
THE FIFTEENTH PENNSYLVANIA DISTRICT. 

HONESDALE, Penn., Oct. 12.—Tre combat 
deepens in the Fifteenth Congressional District, 
and it looks very much as if Representative Jad- 
win would be an independent candidate for Con- 
gress against ex-Congressman Overton, of Brad- 
ford, as foreshadowed in Tue ‘Times prior 
to the meeting of the Republican con- 
ference. The nomination of Col. Overton 
by the conference at Tunkhannock a few 
days ago has thrown the Republicans of Wayne 
County into a state of panic, and they openly de- 
clare that they will not, under any circumstances, 
support the nominee, as they allege that Jadwin's 


defeat was accomplished by treachery, false- 
hood, and bribery. The story is current 
in Wayne that the three conferees from 
Susquehanna County who went to  Over- 
ton and effected his nomination were bought, 
but this is denied by the candidate and his friends, 
who claim that he was nominated because the 
Susquehanna County people preferred him to 
Jadwin. It is also stated that an arrangement 
was entered into between Searle. the Susquehanna 
County candidate, and Overten, of Bradford, by 
which the latter agreed to support the former 
nexttime in consideration of his friendship this 
year, and that the result of the conference is due 
to this fact. However this may be, Jadwin is now 
in the field as the  peopie’s candidate, 
haviag been nominated at a citizens’ meeting held 
in Honesdale last night, and it is thought that he 
will receive the indorsement ef the Democratic 
conference, as the Democrats* prefer him to Over- 
ton, and have aiready given him a vete of thanks 
for his steadfast opposition to the river and har- 
bor steal. 

Jadwin will make aspirited canvass, and has a 
clean record to stand upon. He is not an eloquent 
talker, but his vote appeared on the right side of 
every question under consideration at the last. ses- 
sion of Congress, and this will aid him in a 
great measure in a_ district so independent 
and devoted to political reform as the old 
Wilmot district. His candidacy will seriously 
hurt the regular Republican State ticket, but he 
says he need not worry about this, as the same ele- 
ments that nominated Beaver were employed 
ageinst him inthe conference. Jadwin will carry 
the war against Cameronism right through his 
district, which comprises the counties “of Wayne, 
Bradford, Susquehanna, and Wyoming, and 
he can make it lively for the bosses. iis popular- 
ity was shown inthe last election by the over- 
whelming vote whioh he received. running ahead 
of the Presidential ticket in Wayne, and almost 
in every precinct in the district. The rumor is 
now abroad that owing to his independent procliv- 
ities Senator Cameron did not want him at Wash- 
ington, and took a hand in securing his defeat. If 
this be true, itis a bed thing for Cameron. The 
old Wilmot district will contribute more to Cam- 
eron’s downfall than any other section of the 
State, for the reason that Cameron defeated Grow 
for the United States Senate a short time ago. and 
is constantly thwarting the will and wish of the 
on. He does not understand the situation: 
1e does not know the sturdy character of 
the people in this latitude; but he will find out 
when the political tornado strikes him in Novem- 
ber. ‘he wreck of the Republican Party in Penn- 
svivania is attributable to Mr. Cameron, and he 
alone. The Fifteenth Congressional District is 
about to contribute its share to the result. If the 
Democrats indorse Jadwin for Congress he will he 
elected by a majority of 5,000 yotes, as Col. Overton 
is his only opponent. 
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PURCHASING A NOMINATION. 

A NEW-HAVEN MILLIONAIRE SECURES THE 
DEMOCRATIC NOMINATION FOR CONGRESS. 
NEW-HAVEN, Oct. 12,—Charles L. Mitchell, 

of this eity, was nominated for Congress by the 

Democrats to-day to succeed the Hon. James 

Phelps, of Essex, who has represented the district 

for four terms. Mr. Mitchell is said to have paid 

$20,000 to secure the nomination. He is 88 years of 
age and a millionaire, much of his wealth having 
been inherited. His opponents in the convention 
followed the programme telegraphed THe Times 
last night, and Mayor Greene Kendrick, of 

Waterbury: the Hon. Charles Durand, of 

Derby, and C. B. Bowers, of New-Haven, 

all of them candidates themselves for the nomina- 

tion, led the opposition and endeavored to weaken 
his forces by the use of the name of ex-Gey. 

Charles R. Ingersoll. Mr. Durand was explicit in 

his charges that Mr. Mitchel}! had secured a major- 

ity of the delegates by the use of money, and toid 
how an attempt wes made to carry the town of 

Derby against tne wishes of a great majority of the 

Democrats. Money, he said, was put up in five 

whisky saloons in the Mitchell interest, and the 

caucus was ealled in a hall too small to hold half 
of those desiring to attend. Mr. Durand said that 
through his influenee the place of meeting 
was changed to a larger hall, and the re- 
sult was a repudiation of back-door pol- 
itics. ‘How. was it.” he continued, “ that 

Mr. Mitchell. who had hardly been heard of 

before, secured three-fourths of the delegates? 

Why were the delegates struck with the wonderful 

aualities of Mr. Mitchell? Where does all the 

money come from? Does it grow on trees? This 
convention is largely made up by questionable 
methods, and will lead the party to defeat if you 
are not careful. The city of Waterbury ought to 
give the Democrats 500 majority, but Mitchell ean- 
not carry it. Derby will bury him under a ma- 
jority of 200, do what we may.’”’ Mayor Kendrick 
and Mr. Bowersurged the nomination of Charles 

R. Ingersoll, but the Mitchell men stood firm. Mr. 

Mitchell received 73 votes out of 102, ex-Gov. In- 

gersoll receiving 23. On the formal ballot he re- 

ceived 87 and the ex-Governor 11.

MASSACHUSETTS CONTESTS. 
LEOPOLD MORSE NOMINATED DESPITE HIS 
DECLINATION—A NEW CANDIDATE IN 
THE SIXTH DISTRICT. 

Boston, Oct. 12.—In the Fifth Congressional 
District, Leopold Morse was put in nomination by 
the Democratic adjourned convention to-day at 
Cambridge, in spite of his published letter declining 
to be acandidate. His nomination was made by 
acclamation. Papers are in circulation for signa- 
tures among Republicans who are opposed to the 
return of Congressman Bowman, urging Mr. Morse 


to withdraw his letter of declination and allow 
the use of his name as an independent candidate. 
The Independents signing these papers pledge Mr. 
Morse their *‘earnest personal supgort, both before 
the election and at the polls.’”” At to-day’s Demo- 
cratic convention resolutions were adopted de- 
claring that the Representative from this district 
will best represent his constituents by advocating 
the passage of the Pendleton bill before the next 
Congress, or an equally efficient measure to re- 
form the civil service by securing fixity of tenure 
and appointment aad promotion by merit, to pub- 
lie officers; also, the passage of the Willis bill, 
which makes it acriminal offense to demand, di- 
rectly or indirectly, contributions from office-hold- 
ers for party or election purposes; a reduction of 
the national taxes, greater economy in public 
expenditures, and the strict limitation of appropri- 
ations of public money to objects clearly within 
the constitutional powers of Congress. There is 
thought to be no doubt of Mr. Morse’s acceptance 
both of the nomination made to-day and of the 
independent nomi:ation offered. 

In the Sixth District, Daniel W. Lawrence, the 
candidate the Democrats. recently nominated, hav- 
ing declined to stand, the Democratie convention 
reassembled to-day and nominated Henry B. Lover- 
ing, the present Mayor of Lynn. Mr, Converse, the 
Republican candidate, will easily carry this district. 
The Republican majority is at least 4,000.

DYING AFTER MONTHS OF SUFFERING. 

Lone Branca, N. J., Oct. 12.—Charles H. 
Randall, of Camden, N. J., the seventh victim of 
the railroad disaster of June 29, at Parker’s 
Creek, near Little Silver, was buried to-day, at 
Branching Cemetery, with Masonichonors. At the 
time of the accident it was supposed that Mr. 
Randall's injuries were slight, as he remaiped at 
the wreck after going over in the fourth coach, 
rescuing the dead, dying, and wounded from the 
brackish waters of Little Silver Creek. For three 
weeks after the disaster Mr. Randall was confined 
to his bed, suffering, it was supposed, from spinal in- 
juries.

BRITISH POLICY IN THE CONTROL 
OF EGYPT. 

THE COUNTRY TO BE DETACHED FROM THE 
SULTAN’S AUTHORITY AND THE SUEZ 
CANAL PROTECTED—A LIST OF THE 
STATE PRISONERS TO BE TRIED. 

Lonpon, Oct. 12.—Mr. Leonard H. Court- 
ney, member of Parliament, Joint Secretary 
to the Treasury, in opening a Liberal club at 
Torpoint, denied that the Government arro- 
gated to themselves the credit for the victories 
in Egypt. That country, he said, must event- 
ualiy become independent of foreign con- 
trol. The cost of the war should be de- 
frayed by Egypt. No doubt, bondholders 
would have to forego something. It was not 
for them that England undertook the war. It 
would be necessary to consult the powers in 
regard toa resettlement. Mr. Ceurtney con- 
cluded by saying that the policy of the Gov- 
erment was to detach Egypt from the Sultan, 
to look after the Suez Canal, and to allow the 
Egyptians to stew in their own juice, and in 
so acting warn the Khédive that his future 
position depended upom his management of 
affairs, 

Liverpoot, Oct. 12.—Lord Northbrook, 
First Lord of the Admiralty, in replying toa 
toast at a banquet here to-night, said there no 
doubt wasa feeling ofsympathy among Moham- 
medans with the Egyptian insurrection, 
but the Indian Mobammedans’ know 
that the Queen has made no distinc- 
tion between her subjects, and that the 
Government has no _ desire to annex 
or govern Egypt. The great powers are satis- 
fied that England has no other object than to 
prevent anarchy and the closing of the canal, 
whether in peace or war. 

The Right Hon. Henry Fawcett, Postmaster- 
General, also spoke. He said that the Liberal 
Party were never more united or ready to sac- 
rifice their individual wishes to the general 
good, 

CarRo, Oct, 12.—The following Pashas will 
be arraigned with Arabi Pasha for trial: 
Toulba, Ali Fehmy, Mahmoud Fehmy, Abdelal 
Samy, Toulba Yakoob, Omar Rahmy, and 
Ali Rouby, and Said Bey Gandeel. The list 
of prisoners awaiting court-martial has been 
handed to Sir Edward Malet, the British Con- 
sul-General. It contains 113 names, exclusive 
ef prisoners in the provinces, who number 30. 

Gen. Alison has been appointed to the chief 
command of the army of occupation. Gens, 
Hamley and Willis have sailed for England. 

Gen. Wolseley has not yet received permis- 
sion to leave Egypt. 

The Khédive to-day received a deputation 
of the National Grand Lodge of Freemasons. 
He thanked the deputation for their visit, and 
said he could not be sufficiently grateful to 
England for the assistance she had rendered 
him. 

The examination of Arabi Pasha was con- 
tinued to-day. It is understood that he 
ably defended himself, denying com- 
a in the massacres and in_ the 
uurning of Alexandria. He boldly vindi- 
eated his couduct as leader of the National 
Party. He said that when he reached Cairo, 
after his defeat at Tel-el-Kebir, and found the 
inhabitants unwilling to continue the struggle, 
he immediately bowed to their will and sur- 
rendered,

The annualreport ef the Director of the 
Mint, which was forwarded to the Secretary 


of the Treasury to-day, shows a decided in- 
crease in the coinage for the 12 months ending 
June 30, 1882, over that of the previous year. 


The Post Office Department is in receipt of a 
communication from the Post Office Depart- 
ment of New South Wales announcing the 
adoption by that department of the system in 
use in this country of collecting partially pre- 
paid postage by means of special stamps. 

The Commissioner of the Land Office in his 
annual report states that the lands now em- 


braced within the limits of the public domain 
amount to 900,000,000 acres, including Alaska, 
He recommends that the pre-emption laws be 
abolished, as the Homestead laws cover all 
cases now arising. 

The Superintendent of the Life-saving Ser- 
vice has given orcers for the removal of sta- 
tion No. 34, in the Third District, opposite 
Far Rockaway, Long Island, toa point about 
700 yards to the westward. The change was 
made necessary by the recent storms having 
washed away the beach upon which tho pres- 
ent station is situated and placing it in danger. 

Nearly 20 letters inclosing circulars from as 
many different matrimonial associations in 
Nashville, Gallatin, and other points in the 
State of Tennessee were laid before Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General Hazen to-day, 
the letters having been sentto the Dead Let- 
ter Office on account of erroneous addresses, 
These circulars are being very extensively 
circulated throughout the United States. The 
greater part of the letters referred to wera 
addressed to places in the State of Arkansas. 
They will be destroyed. 


The Treashry Department will continue the 
redemption, both in New-York and Washing- 
ton, of bonds under the one hundred and sev- 


enteenth call without rebate of interest, but the 
owners, while receiving full interest to Dec. 
23, will be required to deposit a sum equal to 
the three months’ interest from Aug. 1 to Nov. 
1. A check for this three months’ interest will 
be forwarded by the United States Treasurer 
to the registered owners of the bonds on Nov. 
1 in the usual manner, The effect is, of course, 
to pay now to holders of called bonds the in- 
terest from Nov. 1 to Vee, 23, the three months’ 
interest due Nov. 1 being paid on that date. 
Commissioner of Railroads Armstrong has 
returned to this city from a tour of inspection 
ofthe Pacific railroads.

A CASHIER'S STRUGGLE FOR LIFE.

A CITIZEN OF LEBANON, PENN., ASSATLED 
AND ROBBED OF $30,000 IN BANK NOTES. 
LEBANON, Penn., Oct. 12.—A robbery scarce- 

ly if ever equaled in the annals of crime in this 

community was committed here this evening. 

George D. Rise is a prominent citizen of this place, 

and Cashier of the Lebanon Dime Savings Bank. He 

returned from Philadelphia this evening on the 

7:30 train with a saehel containing $30,000 in bank 

notes, which was to be used by the different mills 

in the neighborhood which pay their operatives on 
or about the 15th of the month. After leaving the 

train Mr. Rise went to his house, which is about a 

square from the depot, where he ate supper. He 

then left home with the _ intention of 
taking the money to the bank to put it in the safe. 

A short distance from the house, and at a point on 

the street where shade trees overhang the side- 

walk, Mr. Rise was attacked by two rebbers, who 
approached him from behind and _ struck him on 
the head with a “billy.” The blow staggered 
him for an instant, but he grappled with 
his assailants and kepta firm hold on the sachel. 

Finding himself overmatched, he called for help. 

The robbers, inthe meantime, struck blows fast 

and furious on his head and face, and finally he 

was throttled and knocked senseless to the 
ground, The robbers then tore the sachel 
from his grasp and escaped. Mr. Kise 
remained lyingin the street for some time in an 
unconscious condition. When he regained con- 
sciousness he cailed for assistance, and was taken to 
his home, where he was found to be severely, but 
not fatally, injured. Blood was streaming from a 
dozen wounds on his head, face, and neck. Ina 
short time a general alarm was sounded by the 
ringing of the Court-house bell. Hundreds of citi- 
zens thronged the streets, and a posse was sent out 
on a hunt for the robbers. They had escaped 
by running through a vacant lot near the scene 
of the robbery. The affair, although occurring on 

a public street, was not witnessed by any one. 

Consequently the robbers had no difficulty in get- 

ting away. Mr. Rise describes his assailants, one 

as a tall, slim man with a smeoth face, and the 
other as a short, thick-set man with a long sanav 
beard. They were both strangers, and had evident- 
ly followed their victim fronr Philadelyhia, where 
they no doubt saw him receive the money. Mr. 
Rise offers a reward of $1,000 for their arrest, or 
any information that will lead to their arrest. The 
millionaire, Coleman, it is said. offers a personal 
reward of $3,000. Information of the robbery 
with a description of the men has been telegraphed 
in all directions, and it 1s supposed that their ar-

LESS ACTIVITY AND A DOWNWARD TENDENCY 
HEAVY OFFERINGS OF CORN, 

Cxicaco, Oct, 12.—The leading produce 
markets were less’ active to-day, except corn, and 
generally tended downward. After a strong 
opening, corn was wanted, but was unloaded so 
freely by leading longs that it weakened badly, 
and other things fell back in sympathy, though the 
receipts of grain were light. Provisions ranged 
higher, but were dull, with an almost entire ab- 
sence of outside orders. The tone in futures de- 
pended on corn, being strong at the outset 
and weakening off when corn turned downward. 
Liverpool reported a decline of 3d. in 
lard, and the local hog market was quoted 
steadier at Wednesday’s reduced prices. Pork for 
this month was sustained and strengthened by a 
good spot demand, and this prevented other things 
from receding much, though the feeling was bear- 
ish. It is thought that there are not more than 20,- 
000 barrels of pork in stock now, and that it will 


be practically down to zero before the close of the 
month, leaving the October shorts at the mercy of 
the longs. Pork is being taken very freely for 
strips, being now much cheaper than short 
ribs, which leaves the Jatter dull, though 
scarce aud firm. October pork advanced 
324% cents and closed strong. November Pork ad- 
vanced 20 cents and January 15 cents, both closing 
10 cents below the top. November lard advanced 
10 cents and closed 5 cents belowthe top. White 
fancy lard was about the same as on Wednesday 
afternoon. ‘There was little doing in other fu- 
tures either of pork or lard. Meats were dull, but 
future ribs advanced 5 cents per 100 pounds. The 
afternoon market was easier on pork and lard, 
while ribs were firmer. 

Wheat was dull and less steady, and advanced 
about & cent early, and closed on ’Change \& to 5g 
cent lower than the previous afternoon, Novem- 
ber being the weakest, as most of the new buying 
was for December. London reported red 6d. per 
quarter higher. and private orders noted more 
strength in the Old World, while receipts here 
were small. But the only export orders apparent 
were for No. 3, and there were very few specula- 
tive orders either to buy ortoseil. The early ad- 
vance was predicted on the small receipts, 
and the later decline was mostly in sympathy 
with corn. No. 8 Winter was firmer and 
No. 8 Spring steadier, under a fair shipping de- 
mand. The price of No. 2 Spring depended on that 
for seller the month in the speculative crowd, and 
No. 2 red wassteady, being held up by a Milwaukee 
firm, whieh is supposed to be buying elsewhere as 
well as here. to fill export sales that were thade 
several weeks ago for October and November de- 
livery. The market declined 4 to 4 cent further 
on the last call, but closed firm at the drop. 

Corn was active and irregularly lower, as com- 
pared with the latest regular prices of Wednesday. 
The market for November advanced 5 to 
34 cent, this month 134 cents, and tke 
year 1 to 14% cents, but % cent of this 
advance was nominally gained on the curb- 
stone Wednesday afternoon. The market for No- 
vember then declined 134 cents from the top and 
other near deliveries fully 1 cent, all closing tame. 
The longer futures only advanced 4 to 3¢ cent and 
feli back 4 to 4% cent. The British telegrams said 
“strong,”’ and receipts here were the smallest of 
the season, but the weather was fine, and ap- 
parently tne latter fact led long holders to unload. 
‘They did so at a rate which overwhelmed the mar- 
ket on a really good demand, and prices broke 
sharply when brokers gave the names of well- 
known men as those for whom they had 
sold. There was a good shipping de- 
mand for the small offerings, but spot 
prices feil back along with futures. The result of 
the day’s trading was supposed to be to leave the 
local crowd and country traders long, the two or 
three dealers who still hold considerable quantities 
being each jealous ofthe others selling out. Some 
professed a suspicion that the very small receipts 
only show that the country is holding back its corn 
to take advantage of the anticipated squeeze in 
November. The market declined fully 4 cent 
more on tne afternoon call, and rallied 44 cent on 
the curbstone. The latest regular price for Novem- 
ber was 655¢ eents bid. 

One dollar was bid to-day for 100,000 bushels of 
red wheat, seller October. Perhaps it was a bluff, 
but it was not taken up. Forty-eight car-loads of 
corn was too much for the equanimity of the 
crowd to-day. They let it down when the receipts 
were posted. It may be, however, that the giving 
of the names of leading men on heavy sales was 
the real cause of the deeline. Lester and Poole 
Kent were the largest sellers on *Change, and 
Hobbs follewed suit on the afternoon call. 

A membership in the Board of Trade sold at 
$4,000 on Wednesday last. 

Oats were wanted to-day for shipment to the 
sea-board, but the prices were too far below the 
market to permit the orders to be filled. Oats are 
supposed to be the subject of a squeeze for this 
month, the bears having sold a little more than 
their involuntary principals in the country are pre- 
pared to deliver at the prices. 

A cargo of spot wheat in Milwaukee was offered 
here to-day at 1 cent below the Chicago price and 
was not taken. A gentleman in the trade re- 
marked that Milwaukee has certainly drawn some 
Southern wheat this Fall for the supply of Wiscon- 
sin mills, but seems to have only a poor market 
otherwise, and finds it difficult to sell what she has 
on hand. The European demand is light. and 
wheat requires more pushing this year than usual, 


most of the push being in Chicago. in spite of To- | 


ledo’s claim that there is no wheat market here. 
ETS SES OA 
AFFAIRS OF RAILWAYS. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 12.—The annual meeting 
of the stockholders of the Obio and Mississippi 
Railroad was held here to-day for the purpose of 
electing three Directors. There was no opposition 
to the following, who were elected: William Mc- 
Clintick, Chillicothe, Ohio; John M. Douglass, Chi- 
cago, and Charles E. Beecher, Cincinnati. Presi- 
dent McClintick submitted his annual report, 
briefly reviewing the action in reference to reor- 
ganization, which was for the issuance of 5 per 
cent. coupon bonds to the amount of $16,000,000, 
secured by mortgage. This action was approved 
at a stockholders’ meeting April 6, 1882, at Flora, 
Ill., by a large majority, but the actual issue of 
stock and execution of the mortgage was deferred 
until afcer the present meeting. The company is 
now ready to take this step, and it will remain for 
the board to determine the time and manner of 
issuing the bonds and placing them on the market. 
The report of the earnings and expenses for the 
year ending Dee. 31, 1881, shows the net earnings 
to have been $3,959,053.

THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY IN CON- 
VENTION. 

MAKING PLEAS FOR GOOD MEN FOR OFFICES 

WITHOUT PLEDGES—A STRONG EFFORT 

TO NOMINATE ALLAN CAMPBELL—A 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 

Cooper Institute yesterday afternoon con 
tained between 1,200 and 1,300 delegates of the 
County Democracy’s district organizations who 
were assembled for the purpose of placing in nom- 
ination a Mayor, Sheriff, County Clerk, two Judgeg 
of the Superior Court, and three Coroners. They 
were called to order by John E. Develin, who 
moved the selection of Assemblyman James E. 
Morrison for temporary Chairman. On being called 
to the chair Mr. Morrison made a brief speech. It 
was the duty of this convention, he said, to voice 
through the nominations they were about to make 
the popular expression in favor of honest Munici- 
pal administration and against any and all influ- 
ences, be they national, State, or local, which 
would antagonize the principles by which 
republics live—the greatest good of the 
greatest number. These were the highest 
incentives to move the convention in the direction 
of requiring that its candidates should be citizens 
of the best type—men of integrity, capacity, and of 
affairs, who should stand high in the estimation of 
the voters of the Metropolis. P. E. Donlon and 
H.S. Beattie wero made Secretaries. When the 
lists of delegates were handed in the only contested 
delegation, it was found, was that from the Twenty: 
third District. The seats of the delegates from five 
of its election districts were contested. Allan L. 
Smidt represented one faction and ex-Assembly- 
man Fallon the other. Much bitterness exists be 
tween the two factions. The leaders of the As 


sembly districts handed up the names of one dele 
gate for each of the three Committees—on Resolu: 
tions, Credentials, and Permanent Organization— 
and the convention took a recess to permit the com- 
mittees to prepare their reports. The Committee 
on Contested Seats retired to aside room. The 
heelers from the Twenty-third District filled it up, 
and the committee had diffieulty in securing elbow 
room. For half an hour disorder reigned in 
that room. Mr. Smidt, as the representative 
of Mayor Grace’s private secretary, Mr. William M. 
Tvins, announced that he was in favorof peace and 
harmony. At the same time he declared that his 
delegates were the ones regularly elected at the 
primaries. ‘‘ Rocky’’ Moore, a retired prize-fighter, 
and his brother Hugh, the ex-Senator, angrily 
gave their opinions of Mr. Ivins. There wasa 
deluge of profanity and obscenity, to which tha 
heelers allcontributed. Mr. Smidt belonged to the 
class that they denominated kid glove. Heisa 
lawyer, and in talking resolutely held his ground. 
A want of peace and harmony was painfully ap- 
parent. 

Upon the convention reassembling the result of 
all this wrangling was a report of progress from 
the Credentials Committee. Communications were. 
received from the Anti-Monopoly League urging} 
the nomination of candidates that could receive 
the indorsement of the league, and from Mr. Fran- 
cis E. Baker, Chairman of the Bar Association's 
Committee on Jadicial Nominations, asking a eon- 
ference with representatives of the County Democ- 
racy. The Committee on Permanent Organization 
reported the names ef E. Ellery Anderson for 
Chairman, and of 24 Vice-Chairmen, among them 
those of ** Nick” Muller, ** Mike’? Norton, “Tom” 
Creamer, Corporation Counsel William C. Whit- 
ney, Senator James Fitzgerald, Alderman R. B. 
Roosevelt, and ex-Mayor D. F. Tiemann. In 
Mr. <Anderson’s speech he referred to the 
various offices to be filled. When he mentioned 
the office of Sheriff, somebody yelled “Fat 
Keenan.”’ Cheers belched from the throats of Ai- 
derman Keenan’s countrymen from the Twelfth 
District. They were taken up here and thera 
throughout the hall. Then a wave of hisses fol- 
lowed. Then there was a commotion near one of 
the doors, and two tall policemen suddenly grew 
active. In the expressive language of a Democrat, 
somebody had “‘smashed a man on the nose.”” For 
the candidate for Mayor, Mr. Anderson declared 
that the citizens demanded a man who would make 
pledges to no human being as to whom he would 
appoict to this office or to that if he should be 
elected. There were yells of applause, as if this 
was considered a huge joke by Democrats. 
A communication was received from Tammany 
Hall stating that a committee of 26 had been ap- 
pointed to confer with like committees from the 
County Democracy and Irving Hali in order to 
form a union on local candidates. It was signed 
by John B. Haskin. When Secretary Donlon read 
his name there were hisses from the quarter occu- 
pied by the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Dis- 
trict delegations. There were cries of ‘* Order” 
mingled with applause and hisses. Ex-Senator 
— Cauldwell presented the following resoiu- 
tions: 

The action of the Democratic State Convention at 
Syracuse, in the candidates it nominated and the 
principles it declared, has secured the hearty ap- 
proval of the whole Democracy of the State, and, by 
its marked contrast with the proceedings of the Re- 
publican State Convention, has commended its candi- 
dates to @ support beyond the limits of party. The 
gratifying manifestation of Democratic unity in the 
State at large has inspired an earnest desire that the 
Democracy of this great City. which is the stronghold. 
of thelr political fatth, should combine with like cordi* 
ality upon local candidates. The general disposition 
of citizens of all parties to intrust the Democratic 
Party with the duties and responsibilities of power 
makes it more than ever incumbent upon that 
party to present only such candidates as 
shail, by their personal character and _ the 
place they have obtained in the respect 
and confidence of their fellow-citizens, be a testimony 
to all that the offices to which they may be elected 
shall be so administered as to promote the public wel- 
fare and notin mere subserviency to partisan interests, 
The delegates to this convention having been chosen 
by meetings held in every election district, came di- 
rectly from the people, and can forcibly testify to the 
demand alike for Democratic unity and for adminis- 
trative reform. The candidates nominated must not 
be the instruments of a faction, but the just represen- 
tatives of the whole party, who, if elected, will be the 
faithful servants of the public. Therefore, with an 
earnest desire to obtain a union ofall Democrats upon 
that basis, and with a willingness to yield ali personal 
preferences, if those results are secured, be it 

tesolved, That a committee ef one from each As- 
sembly district, to be selected by the delegates from 
the respective Assembly districts, be appointed to 
confer with like committees on behalf of other Demo- 
cratie organizations im regard to the selectionof City 
and County candidates, and to report back to this 
convention. 

Resolved, That the committee so appointed fs here- 
by instructed neither to — nor to accept any 
candidate for any office who is under any pledge or 
understanding in respect to appointments, or who wil! 
not be entirely independent of few ve and personal 
control in the performance of his official duty. 


A delegate moved that the resolutions be adopted. 
A fire-braud was immediately thrown into the con- 
vention by Mr. Timothy Shea, of the Ninth Dis- 
trict. Mr. Shea isa gray-haired man, an oyster- 
dealer, and a vigorous and fluent speaker. He 
made a bold speech against any union with Tam- 
many Hall. The convention was with him in senti- 
ment, and cheered him again and again as he 
pointed out the treachery of Tammany in the past 
and the danger of any alliance with it. Mr. Shea 
said he was opposed most emphatically to any con- 
ference committee, for its very appointment would 
debase and degrade the organization. [Cheers.] 
The action of the State Convention, he main- 
tained, should have no binding force upon the mem- 
bers of this organization. He was astonished that 
prominent members of the organization should 
urge such a conference. How ceuld they forgot 
their professions of only two brief years ago that 
there should be no more halls and no more 
bosses in the Democratic Party of this City? When 
Mr. Shea referred to the candidacy’of Gen. Han- 
cock and declared that he, the cleanest man the 
party had ever put in nomination, had heen ruth- 
lessly slaughtered® by Tammary Hall, there wera 
wild cheers. There was a repetition of the clamor 
when he urged the convention to nominate, before 
it adjourned, a clean, pure, and manly ticket. 
When he named Allan Campbell for Mayor thera 
was wild and:prolonged applause. No combina- 
tion of politicians, he declared, could defeat such 
a candidate, for the citizens of this City were 
mightier than any political organizations. The 
nomination of Allan Campbell, he deciared, should 
be supplemented with the nomination of Willians 
A. Butler for County Clerk. Mr. Butler’s name 
was received with the same tumultuous applaus¢ 
as Mr. Campbell's. If Tammany Hall was sincere 
in its desire fora union of Democrats, he said, in 
conclusion, let it accept these two cand-dates. 

Peter B. Olney undertook to defend the resolu- 
tions. It was some moments before he was per- 
mitted to proceed. so worked up were the dele- 
gates over Mr. Shea’s remarks. He urged loyaity 
to the Democratic Party throaghout the State by 
attempting, at least, to forma union ticket. Mr, 
Shea reminded the convention that there would ba 
only 26 County Democrats in _a_ conference 
aguinst the 52 of ‘Tammany Hall and Irving 
Hall. Splendid company that would be for 
County Democrats, and very palatable results 
would indeed _ follow. Senator Fitzgeraid, 
Nelson J. Waterbury, and Eliis B. Schnabe! urged 
the adoption of the resolutions amid much eon- 
fusion and many cries of “*time.’’ ** question.” &c. 
The previous question was finally moved by James 
J. Mooney, and a vote on the resolutions was 
taken by Assembly districts. Ony two districts re- 
ported that there was any opposition to their pas- 
sage—-the Seventh and the Ninth. From the former 
negative votes were cast by Mr. Timothy Shea and 
Mr. Houghtaling, and from the Ninth by one dele-

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PREPARING FOR THE CONFERENCE. 
THE FAVORITES OF THE THREE DEMOCRATIC 


ORGANIZATIONS TO BE PRESENTED ‘O- 
/ NiewT., 


After the adjournment of the County Demo- 
erats’ convention the conference committee held a 
short session, and then broke up with the agree- 
ment that there should be another meeting at the 
Park-Avenue Hotel at 3 o’clock this afternoon. In 
the evening there was a long consultation 
of the leaders of the County Democ- 
racy at the New-Amsferdam Ciub, It was 
there decided that at the joint conference 
to be held this evening the County Democracy’s 
conference committee shall insist upon the right 
of the organization to name the County Clerk as 
One of the conditions of agreeing upon a union 
lieket. ‘The following names will be submittea, 
any one of which will be acceptable to the County 
Democracy, for Mayor: Allan Campbell, Corpora- 
tion Counsel William C, Whitney, Franklin Edson 


George W. Lane. and Robert B. Roosevelt. ‘The 
names of Messrs. Roosevelt and Whitney are to 
be presented because it is understood that 
Tammany intends to present at ieast two 
names of candidates who are members of its or- 
ganization. Messrs. Roosevelt and Whitney are 
prominently identified with the County Democra- 
cy. Some of the Tammany men have been heard 
to declare that they would be wiiling to accept Mr. 
Whitney, because he is recognized as a fair man, 
who wiil do justice to all three organizations in the 
distribution of patronage. should he be elected, It 
is also intimated that a large sum of money will 
be thrown into the canvassif he becomes the’union 
candidate. ‘ 

The Tammany committee of conference held 
another meeting iu the Fourteenth-street cave last 
night. “ Nick” Herton and W.J. A. McGrath, of 
the Tammany Hal!! contingent, were given the pass- 
word and then permitted to enter the cave. The 
Dass-word was “Solid men to the front.” 
The Tammany braves received them kindly 
and asked what message they brought. 
They replied that they bad heard that 
B conference of the three Democratic organiza- 
tions’ representatives was to be held to-day at 1 
o'clock. Irving Hall's conference committee of 
26, they said, wouid feel much better satisfied if 
the joint conference could be held in the even- 
Ing, as Irving Hall had a pow-wow of. its 
own at 2 o’clock. The Tammany men thought 
this would satisfy their committee equally 
well, for many of its banker members would be at 
their lunch at 1 o’clock, and it would be impolitic 
re them to neglect their stomachs. Then the Irv- 
ng Hall men withdrew. Judge Duffy, Aiderman 
Kirk, and “Jimmy” J. were then 
appointed a committee wait upon the 
County Democrats and say that Tam- 
many’s conference committee would meet their 
conferedce committee at the Park-Avenue Hotel 
at S o’clock this evening. The committee was pri-

The cempanies then broke from the 
right to march to the lett, and as they marched by 
the President remained uncovered. The carriage 
which was to conyey him to the depot, drawn by 
four horses, drove up, and the President, Mayor 
Green, and Stephen M. Allen, President of the 
Webster historical Society, entered it. Other car- 
riages contained other members of the society and 
specially invited guests. In sonsequence of delay 
in leaving the hotel, the train carrying the An- 
cients did not start until 9:50 o'clock. It was fol- 
lowed at 10 o’cloek by the President’s train. 

MARSHFIELD, Oct. 12.—The train bearing 
the Ancients reached Marshfield at 11 o’clock. At 
the several stations on the way great crowds were 
assembled, and fences, rocks, and all convenient 
places near the track were peopled by eager 
throngs. The train stopped at a platform built 
for the occasion about a mile south of Marshfield 
station, where an immense crowd had gathered. The 


Ancients formed on the left of the Plymouth Com- 
pany, Grand Army. under B. 8. Atwood, of South 
Abingdon, The Grand Army detachment consist- 
ed of 12 posts, and was accompanied by Bewden’s 
Fifth Regiment Band. Upon the arrival of the 
President's train a salute of 21 guns was fired 
by a section of ;Battery A, of Boston, The 
President's train was made up of 10 cars 
and the journey was made to Marshfield without 
incident excepting tor a moment's stop at Hing- 
ham, where Gov. Long joined the party. At Marsh- 
field the visitors took carriages, the first one being 
occupied by President Arthur, Gov. Long, and the 
Hon, Stephen M. Allen. During the march the 
Presidential carriage was flanked by a guard of the 
Worcester Continentals. Capts. Folsom and Cundy 
forming a special guard of honor. Arriving at the 
house the visitors entered the breakfast-roem, 
where Mr. Allen delivered an address of welcome. 
The party then lunched with Mrs. Fletcher Web- 
ster. There were about 40 persons present. The 
Misses Devereux, Going, and one other young lady 
assisted Mrs. Webster in doing the honors of the 
houge. 

Seon after noon the procession was re-formed and 
the march resumed for the Webster tomb, where, 
after an original dirge had been rendered, Mr. 
Alien gave, in an address, an exhaustive review of 
the life of Webster. Prefacing his remarks with a 
few words regarding the historic surroundings of 
the sepulchre, he called attention to the plain slab. 
distinguished from the rest only by the simple 
name, * Daniel Webster."’ There was no epitaph 
to sound his praises, no word to celebrate his 
mighty deeds and triumphs. All was silent, and it 
was meek that it should be so. The simple name 
of Webster—synonymous with patriotism, the Con- 
stitution, and constitutional history of the country 
—sufficed to tell the story of his great life. 
It told of a life spent in teaching a great nation to 
be just; of life-long undivided efforts to reconcile 
and unite in brotherly love a distracted and di- 
vided people, of unfaltering devotion to the cause 
of the Union; a general self-sacrifice to his coun- 
try’s welfare, and a never-failing readiness to es- 
pouse the cause of truth and justice wherever ond 
with whomscever found. Mr. Allen followed the 
life of Webster from his birth, in 1782, speaking of 
his course in Dartmouth College and election to 
Congress in 1813, where hea!most immediately took 
a place in the first rank of debaters, ata time when 
the House contained many talented men. He referrea 
at length to Webster’s candidacy for the Presi- 
dency. regarding it as the only disappointment of 
his life. He said that Webster believed to his 
dying day that if the people had had their own 
way, unbiased by selfish and jealous party leaders, 
he would have been elected. Mr. Allen alluded, in 
this conn ction, to a calumny circulated of late, 
that to gain this end Webster bad stooped to barter 
for votes, denouncing it as utterly and profoundly 
false. Webster might have died a disappointed 
man, but it was a disappointment born of the 
falsity of friends and the treachery of 
party leaders. After speaking of the stand- 
ing of Webster in comparison with his giant 
associates, the speaker followed his career before 
the world, and, leaving him asa lawyer to the ad- 
miration of lawyers and law students, be turned to 
Webster as an orator, as to which there was abun- 
dant evidence of consummate ability. His opin- 
ions upon slavery were discussed at some length, 
and the speaker contended that, notwithstand- 
ing the outcry at the time, Daniel Webster's mo- 
tives were always pure and patriotic, and his states- 
manship was always bread. manly, and distin- 
guished. Acharacteristic of his mind wasa love of 
truth, and his oratorical force was notfof a vindic- 
tive character, but rather a sublime feeling that 
made the victim feel willing to immolute himself 
beneath the ruin which his own folly had created. 
When the history of this world’s oratory came to 
be written, when the names of those who had 
pleaded earnestly and well for truth, justice, 
humanity, and honor were {nscribed in letters of 
bronze and marble; when the name of Demos- 
thenes and Cicero, of Burke, Fox, and Sheridan, 
were no longer quoted, there would still be re- 
membered the name and words of Daniel Webster, 
the greatest of American orators. At the con- 
clusion of Mr. Allen’s address prayer was offered 
by the Rev. Dr. Ebenezer Alden, and ar original 
poem was read by W. C. Wilkinson. After this the 
10,000 people present joined in singing Longfellow’s 
** Psalm of Life.’ 

It was nearly 3 o'clock when the exercises at the 
tomb were finished, and the procession moved to 
the field next the Webster estate, where tents 
were pitched in which the dinner and literary ex- 
ereises were to take place. Aftera brief rest the 
President and his party were escorted to the large 
dining tent erected for the use of members of the 
Webster Historical’Societies, and adjoining another 
tent of equal dimensions, in which the military 
dined. The President of the lListorical Society 
occupied a seat at the centre of the quest table, 
and upon his right sat President Arthur, 
Mrs. Webster. Secretary Chandler, Mayor 
Green, of Boston, and others. Upon his left 
were Gov. Long, Senators Dawes and Hoar, Col- 
lector Worthington, Secretary Lincoln, and others. 
When the guests had been seated, the retiring 
President of the society announced the recently 
elected officers, and invited Gov. Long, as the new 
President, to the chair, 

After dinner was over, the President was escort- 
ed tothe adjoining tent, where the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company was dining. His en- 
trance was the signal for repeated cheers, which 
were again renewed when he was formally pre- 
sented by the commander for an acknowledgment 
of the reception. The commander introduced him 
as the first President of the United States whom 
the command ever had the honor to receive, and 
the company then drank to his health, The Presi- 
dent then said: 

“I thank you most cordlally for your kindly and en- 
thisiastic greeting. Ithank you, t#o, for the eacort 
service yon have done me to-day. I am glad to meet 
80 many ancientand honorable men. I hope that each 
member of the corps will, lke the Countess of Des- 
mond, live totheage of 110 years, and, like her, die 
from old age. You, each and all, have my good 
wishes, and [ thank you again for your escort duty.” 

The President's health was formally proposed by 
Col. Wyman. While it was being drank the Presi- 
dent drained his glass and had it refilled. He then 
sald: “lam now going over to the other tent and 
want to take precaution against taking cold by tak- 
ing a second glass, not in accordance with general 
usage, but because I know your liberality. I drank 
my own health in the first place, and [ now wish 
to drink the health of each and every one of you.” 

Upon returning to the society’s tent the assem- 
blage was called to order by Gov. Long, who made 
ap eloquent speech, taking as his subject the char- 
acter and attainments of the great statesman 
whore memory they were then recalling, and con- 
cluded by introducing the President, who read 
from manuscript the foliowing: 

MR, PRESIDEXT AND GENTLEMEN: It will fortunately 
accord with the proprieties of this occasion no less 
than with my ovn inclination if 1 confine myseif 
within the narrow Hmita of my formal acknowledg- 
ments for these flattering salutations, I cannot find 
words to tel! you how deeply I am touched by 
the warmth of your greeting. It is but a 
fresh display of that splendid hospitality which 
ever since I came within the borders o 
Massachusetts, has obstructed my path with demon- 
strations of courtesy and reapect. 1 trust, Sir, that 
neither my gratitude nor my sympathy with the pur- 
poses which have turned onr reverent footsteps 
hitherward to-day will be measured by my endeavors 
to zive them verbalexpression. The character and 

enius of that illustrious man whose life moved grand- 

yonin so many paths of eminence, in commemora- 
tion of whose birth, 100 years ago, woe have gathered 
to-day amid the peaceful scenes where he found 
rest m the fret and worry of life, have for more 
than a generation been the theme of discussion and 
eulogy. [ shall not attempt to labor in the field 
over Which so many flashing sickles have swept and 
which has so long been crowded with Induatrious 
gleaners, but I may, perhaps, be permitted to declare 
my approval of what has been accomplished by this 
society in furtherunce of the object for which It 
was founded. It is asserted, upon what I suppose 
to be trustworthy authority, that near the close of 
his honored Ife Mir. webster expressed the wish that, 
for aiding to transmit his fame to future generations 
of his countrymen, for kindling in their hearts the 
flame of patriotism, and for instructing them in the 
principles of constitutional yovernment, jhere 
shoul be dissemivated far and wide among 
them such recorded efforts of hia gentus as seemed 
mest worthy to be thua preserved. Many of the 
loftiest and most inspiring of Mr. Webster’s utter- 
ances have long been as familiar as househo!d words 
in the mouth of every school-boy in the land, but it is 
aoubtless true that many others, scarcely less dignified 
in subject, masterly in treatment, and _ splendid 
in diction, are comparatively unknown. In al) that 
ou have hitherto done and in ali that vou may do 
henceforth to secure the result which Mr. Webste 
wished, by the recollection and circulation of al 
his works which have ermanent value—and 
which of them have not?--I assure you 
my earnest sympathy, No one of the ris- 
ing generation of our countrymen who seeks 
to be instructed in those political doctrines 
which are the basis of our Federal Government, to 
acquaint himself with the history of his country and 
with the origin, progress. and significance of its {usti- 
tutions, can by any other course 80 surely and #0 
splenaidly attain those ends as by & resort to that 
reat sterehouse of eloquence and wisdom, the pub- 
ished writings of Daniel Webster. And so I bid 
you godepeead in this end in all other laudabie 
Work which you have set yourself to accomplish. Let 
me once morestender my thanks to you for all your 


kindn and express the profound hope that this 
noble Commonwealth. all its cities and villages and 


hamlets, anc ali who dwel! within its borders, may be 
blessed by the abiding presence of prosperity and 
peace. 

At the conclusion of the President’s speech Mr. 
Stillman B. Allan read an unpublished manuscript 
which was written by Webster and read to the 
Cabinet in which he sat as Secretary of State. and 
which expressed his views upon the important 
political questions of that day. ‘The chief points 
of this paper were as follows: 

The open manner in which disunion, secession, era 
separation ot the States is suggested and recom- 
mended in some parts of the country naturally calle 
on those to whom are eontided the power and trust 
of maintaining the Constitution, and seeing that tho 
laws of the United States be faithfully executed, to 
reflect npon the duties which events not yet indeed 
probable, brut possible, may require them to perform. 
in the Northern and Pastern States these sentiments 
of disunion are espeused principally by per- 
sons of heated imaginations, assembling  to- 
gether and passing resolutions of such wild 
and violent character as to render them near- 
ly harmiess, it is not so in other parts of the 
country, There are States in the South in which 
secession and dismemberment are proposed or ree- 
ommended by persons of character and influence 
filling stations of hign pabte trust, and, itis painfu 
toadd in some instances, not unconnected with the 
Government of the United States itself. Legislatures 
of some of the States have directed the Government of 
those States to reassemble them fn the contingency of 
the passage of certain laws by Congress. The Constt- 
tution of the United States is founded on the idea 
of a division of power between the general Gov- 
ernment and the respective State Governments, 
and this division is marked out and defined by the 
Constitution of the United States with as much 
distinetness and accuracy as the nature of the subject 
and the imperfection of language will admit. The 
powers of Congress are specifically enumerated, and 
aul other powers necessary to carry these specified 
powers Into effect are also expressly granted. The 
Constitution was adopted by the people in the several 
Staies, acting through the agency of conventions 
chosen by themselves; the Legisiatures of the States 
had notning to do with this proceeding, but to regulate 
the time and manner in which these conventions thus 
chosen by the people, the true source of all power, 
should assemble. The Constitution of the United 
States purvorts to be a perpetual form of government; 
it contains no limits for its duration, and suggests no 
means and no form of proceeding by which tt can 
be disso! ved] or its obligations dispensed with; it re- 
quires the personal allegiance of every citizen of the 
l nited States, and demands @ solemn oath for Its sup- 
port fromevery nan employed in any public trust, 
whether under the Government of the United States 
orany State Government. This obtigation and this 
oath are enjoined in broad and wgeneral terms without 
qualification or modification, and with reference tono 
supposed possible change of circumstances or events. 
* > * By the Constitution of the United States, 
that instrument itself, all acts of Congress passed 
in conformity to if, and public ‘treaties constl- 
tute the supreme law of the land, and are to be 
of controlling force and effect, anyciing in any State 
Constitution or State luw to the contrary notwith- 
standing; and the Judges in every State, as well as of 
the courts of the United States, are expresaly bound 
thereby. Who in the last resort is to construe and in- 
terpret this supreme law ? If it be allezed, for ex- 
ample, that a particular act of a State Legislature is a 
violation of the Constitution of the United States, and 
therefore vold, whattribunal has authority finally to 
determine this important question ? It laavident that 
if thts power had not been vested in the tribunals of 
the United States the Government would have wanted 
the means of its own preservation; all its granted 
powers would have depended upon the variable and 
uncertain decisions of State eourts. 

The Constitution declares that the judicial power of 
the United States shall extend to all cases in law and 
equity arising under the Constitution, the laws of the 
United States, and treaties, po matter in what court 
such acase arises. Whenever and wherever such a 
case comes up, the judicial power of the United States 
extends to itand attaches uponit; andif it arise in 
any State court the acts of Congress have made pro- 
vision fer its transfer to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, there to be finally heard and 
adjudged. Finally, the President of the United 
States ts by the Constitution made Commander.in 
Chief of the Army and Navy, end of the Militia 
when called into the actual service of the United 
States; and all these military means are put under lis 
control in order that he may be able to see that the 
laws be faithfully executed. The Government of the 
United States, therefore, though a Government of 
Ilmited powers, is complete in itaelf, and, to the ex- 
tent of those powers, possesses all the faculties for 
legisiation, in interpretation and execution of the 
laws, and nothing is necessary but fidelity in all those 
who are elected by the people to hola oi!cein its 
various Coperne nts to cause it to be upheld, matn- 
tained, and efficiently administered. * * * 

Declarations merely theoretical or resolutions only 
deelaratory of opinions, from however bigh authority 
emanating, cannot properly be made the subject of 
legal or judicial proceedings. They may be 
very intemperate, they may be very excep- 
tionable, they may be very unconstitutional; but 
until something shall be actually done or at- 
tempted hindering or obstructing the execution 
of the laws of the Untted States or injuring those 
employed in their execution the officers of the 
Gorernment will remain vigilant indeed and pre 
pared for events, but without any positive exercise 
of authority. It is most earnestly to be hoped that 
the returning good sense of the people in all the 
States, and an increase of harmony and brotherly 
good-will everywhere, may prevent the neceasity of 
resorting to the exercise of legal authGrity; it is to 
be hoped that all good citizens will be much more in 
clined to refiect on the vatue of the Union and the 
benefits which it has con‘erred upon all than io spec 
ulate upon impracticable means for its severance or 
dissolution. No State Legislature, it is evident, is 
competent to declare such severance or dissolution 
the people of no State have clotbed their Legisia 
ture with any such authority; any act, therefore, 
lame waged such severance by a Legislature would 

merely null and vold, as altogether exceeding its 
constitutional powers. No State was brought into the 
Union by the Legislature thereof, and no sate can be 
yut out of the Union by the Legislature thereof. 
Ronbehess it is to be admitted that revolution, foretble 
revolution, may produce dismemberment more or leas 
extensive; but there is no power on earth competent, 
by any peaceable or recognized manner of proceeding, 
to discharge the consciences of the cliizens of the 
United States from the duty of supporting the Conasti 
tution. The Government may be overthrown or the 
Union broken Into fragments by force of arms or force 
of numbers, but neither can be done by any pre- 
scribed form of peaceable existing authority. 

The Hon. Henry L. Dawes was Iintroduved, and 
spoke briefly of the effect which Webster's work 
as astatesman and legislator bad had upon the 
political affairs of the country. He was followed 
by Gov. Bell, of New-IHampshire, who responded 
in a few words to the toast, " The Birthplace of 
Webster.’’ At this point in the exercises the Pres!- 
dent was obliged to leave for his train, which was 
toconvey him to Boston. Other brief speeches 
were made by Judge Thomas Russell in 
behalf of the Webster Historical Society; 
President Bartlett, of Dartmouth College, in 
response to the toast to that inatitution, 
and the Hon. George 8S. Boutwell, who said 
that Webster was one of the last of a long line of 
American statesmen who, inthe presence of slav 
ery, strove to preserve liberty and the Union. Of 
that line he was the greatest. Liberty gave birth 
to one form of civilization and slavery to another, 
Each succeeding census from 1820 to 1860 made It 
clear that time was on the side of liberty, and, 
except that of 1840, when the public mind was 
occupied with grave questions of  fimance, 
wrought a crisis which menaced the public , sace. 
On two occasions Webster met the peril and con- 
trolled it, first im 1830, when he won imperishable 
fame on the floor of the Senate, and again In 1850, 
when he secured a postponement of the contest at 
a sacrifice of his popularity and fortumes, at whica 
time he maintained that the putting off of the strug- 
gie would result in the supremacy of liberty and 
the preservation of the Union. His thoughts of 
policy contemplated only peaceful measures. Web- 
ster builded not better than he knew, but as he 
knew. ‘The end of his poli¢y was freedom for the 
continent, and thus liberty and the Union became 
one and inseparable. For 30 yeurs he was the 
chief personage in the Republic. In statesmanship 
he was without an equal ora rival. Of those who 
had spoken the English language he was inferior 
only to Burke. “And,” Mr, Boutwell asked, ‘in 
the whole range of history can the uname of Web- 
ster be excluded from the list of its 10 great ora 
tors?’ It the position Macaulay assigned Burke 
could be sustained, then Webster's countrymen 
could claim for him the second place on the page 
of universal history. The two great orators of an- 
tiquity pleaded the eause of dying States, but it 
was Webster's better fortune to aid in giviag form 
and character toa young and growing Nation. 

Letters of regret were received from George 
Ticknor Curtis, President Eliot, of Harvard; See- 
retary Folger, Gen. Grant, Attorney-General 
Brewster, Senators Bayard and Frye, ex-Gov. FE, 
D. Morgan, Senators Platt and Hawley, the Hon. 
Hamilton Fish, and many others, 

The special train bearing President Arthur and 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company ar- 
rived in Boston at 6:45 this evening. Considerable 
enthusiasm was manifested, and the President was 
lonaly cheered. The President's carriage was flanked 
by a guard of honor from the Worcester Continen- 
tals, The party,on reaching the Brunswick Hotel, re- 
mained upon the steps while the escort passed in 
review and then entered the hotel. Uere the 
guests were surrendered by the Historical Society 
toacommittee of the city government and the 
formalities of the day were ended. Hariy in the even- 
ing the President and suite dined as the guests of the 
City Committee. Laterin the evening the party 
drove to the Boston Tkeatre. To avoid the crewd 
they were admitted at the stage door before the 
curtain had risen, and walked across the 
stage to a private box, the red-coated repre- 
sentatives o British soldiers in the play 
of ‘Youth’ being drawn up in line 
with presented arms. The appearance of the 
President in the box was the signal for the most 
uprearious applause, which only subsided when 
the curtain rose. The party saw two acts 
of “Youth,” and when the President rose 
to go he was greeted with another storm 
of applause. Carriages were taken at 
9:50 o’clock, and the party was driven to the Essex- 
street entrance of the Globe Theatre, where a large 
crowd had gathered, those in the vestibule making 
way and lifting their hats as the President 
passed. Soon afterward Gen. Butler appeared 
in the box opposite to that occupied by the 
President. Ile also was greeted with loud ap- 
plause. Mme. Modjeska at this moment uppeared 
before the curtain dressed as Jullet and presented 
a fine basket of Howers to the President, who re- 
ceived it with a bow. She thon crossed the stage 
and presented another basket to’ Gen. Butler, who 
in retura handed her a beautiful floral design. 
While these courtesies were going on the audisnoe 
cheered loudly. 

At the next enir’acte Gon. Butler visited the 
President in his box and they shook hands 
in sight of the audience. The Indies of Gen. 
Butler's party then joined the party in 
the President’s box, and the President was 
hidden from public view until his exit at the close 
of the performance, when the party visited an en- 
gine-house on Mason-street and witnessed the evo- 
lutions of tne firemen—getting the horses out, 
ied up, &e. They were then driven to the 

Otel. 

The President and party will leave Boston at 11 
A. M. to-morrow, by way of the Boston and Al- 
bany Railroad, for New-York.

SPEAKING TO REPUBLICANS 


HOWARD CARROLL BEFORE THE 
VOTERS OF BROOKLYN. 


LATIMER UALL FILLED WITH AN ENTHUSI- 
ASTIC AUDIENCE—GOOD RECEPTION OF 
THE CANDIDATE — PRESENTING THE 


CLAIMS OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


The Republicans of South Brooklyn opened 


the campaign last night with a largely attended 
and enthusiastic mass-meeting at Latimer Hall, in 
Court-street. When the meeting was called to 
order the hall was crowded to the doors, stand- 
ing room even being difficult to obtain. 
The announcement that Mr. Howard Carroll, the 
nominee for Congressman at Large, would speak, 
undoubtedly contributed in no small degree to tlis 
large attendance, and a very significant feature of 
the proceedings was the enthusiasm with which 
Mr. Carroll’s name was received whenever it was 
mentioned, Mr. Carroil’s appearance upon the plat- 
form was the signal for an outburst of applause. 
Among those who were also present upon the 
platform were Gen, Theodore B, Gates, Messrs. A. 
G, Coffin, William Coit, J. H. Clyne, O. B. Ostrand- 
er, Robert Kennedy, Morris H. Sraith, Charles H, 
Winslow, Thomas§ Bell, and Samuel Thompson, 
Gen. Gates was President of the meeting, and 
paida glowing tribute to Judge Folger, and ex- 
pressed the belief that his election would 
reflect fresh renown upon the State. Them- 
as Bell submitted resolations ratifving 


the nominations of the Saratoga Convention, 
which were adopted. The Chairman, after a very 
complimentary reference to Mr. Carroll, called 
upon that gentleman to address the meeting, As 
Mr. Carroll came to the front of the platform he 
was the recipient of another enthusiastic demon- 
le This having subsided, he spoke as fol- 
ows: 

“Thave no intention of making a long speech 
here to-night. 1! came only to pass half of the 
evening, as I have to address another meeting in 
New-York. I came simply to make some plain 
statements to the people of Brooklyn. I make 
these statements all the more readily because 
Brooklyn, of all the great cities in this coun- 
try, has taken the foremost stand as one 
which desires reform in government, progress in 
politics, and the success of those in politics who 
most deserve'suceess, (Applause. ]§@This stand you 
people of Brooklyn have taken under the lead of 
that noblest of the young men who have fought 
for the progress of parties in this coun- 
try, your reform Mayor, Mr. Low. [|Cheers.| 
I desire to tread, not prominently, not with 
too much ‘previousness,’ as you might say, but 
modestly and yet firmly, in the footsteps of your 
reform Mayor. [Renewed applause.} {[ think I 
may say that I have at least the experience to 
fill the position for which I have been 
nominated. {‘Hear! Hear!’] Great end- 
ings come from small beginnings. Permit me to 
be one of the small beginnings which will go on in- 
creasing through this country until both the great 
parties that now present themselves for your suf- 
frages shall have purified themselves so greatly 
that you will not know them. I desire to say 
frankly that while all my associations have been 
Republican, while my father was a Republican 
and died to save this country when it 
was menaced by its enemies—while all this 
is true, there are some things about 
my party which I do _ not approve. 
This falls dull upon your ears. There is not one 
word of approval for this. Is there not one man 
jn this audience who knows [ speak the truth? 
{' Yes,” ‘yes,’ and cheers.] he Republican 
Party has made many promises. The Republican 
Party has not fulfilled them all. Now, this is not 
good Republican talk, you think, but wait until 1 
get through. The Democratie Party has been 
filling its platforms with promises; they have 
bristled with professions, but it has ful- 
filled not one of them. There are things 
in Congress to be reformed in both parties.

[Laughter,] ‘You vote for my bill and I 
will vote for yours, and no matter shat people 
say We will get the job through and have our steal.’ 
This, say, has been done by both parties, but, 
Heaven be praised, to a small degree by ours, while 
it has been done universally by the other party. 

* Both parties make platforms, but those of the 
Democratic Party remind me of the school resolu- 
tions passed in a Western town, which were to this 
effect: * Resolved, first, that we shall have a new 
schoel-house; resolved, second, that we will build 
the new school-house out of the material which 
composed the old one; resolved, third, that 
we will permit the oid scheol-house' to 
stand until the new one is erected.’ {|Laugh- 
ter and applause.| The Democratic Party says 
to the people of this country: ‘Resolved, first, 
that we shall have a new, clean, and glorious Dem- 
ocratic Party; resolved, second, that we will 
make this new, clean, and glorious Democratic 
Party out of the material which now com- 
poses the old and corrupt Democratio 
Party, and _ resolved, third, that we will 
allow the corrupt Democratic Party to 
stand unti!] we have formed the new, clean Demo- 
cratic Party.’ [Renewed laughter.}] Thisis not the 
kind of reform that the young element of the Ke- 
publican Party in this State deserves and will have. 
We must have new methods—new methods that 
willshame the Democracy into joining us if they 
be decent men at all. Every reform that 
has been undertaken has been undertaken 
under the banner of the Republican Party. Every 
decisive step toward good government has been 
pledged by a Republican Administration. Where 
was the party in 1860 when Abraham Lincoln was 
proposed as President of this country? What did 
the Democratic Party do then?

DELPHIANS—GOOD PLAYING YESTERDAY. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—The cricket-match 
between the Australian eleven and a picked eigh- 
teen of Philadelphia was resumed to-day. The 
ground was wet and a heavy mist was falling when 
play began.

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GARHIELD AND FOLGER. 
THEIR CORRESPONDENCE CONCERNING THE 
ATTORNIY-GENERALSHIP. 
From the Geneva Courier, Oct. 11. 
The correspondence we reprint below will 
show the relations of mutual respect and confi 


dence existing between President Garfield and 
Judge Folger: 


JUDGE FOLGER TO PRESIDENT GARFIELD. 


ALBANY, Monday, Feb, 21, 1881. 
To the Hon. James A. Garfield; 

Str: Suffer me to say over a part of what took 
place between us during the hours of deep interest 
that Il passed in your presence on Saturday last. 
if I took rightly what you said, it was at first that 
you were inclined to offer mea place in the next 
Cabinet. We went over the reasons for and against 
that course. Some of those against it were wholly 
answered and set aside; the foree of others much 
abated; others were left as vigorous as when we 
began. Near the end of our meeting you did 
honor me by plainly offering me the office of 
Attorney-General of the United States, conpling 
with it the intimation that in the happening of 
a contingency you might ask me to take the post 
of Secretary of the Treasury. You did not say 
what that contingency is. Your words to me 
throughout were so noble and so frank that if you 
had deemed it proper that I should know what it 
is, you would have have namedit. This thought 
cheeked me from asking what it is. Itleft, however, 
@ grain of uncertainty in your propesition, I felt 
the responsibility in which I was placed to myself, 
to my friends, personal and political, to the party 
of whieh Iam a member and have been a_ trusted 
representative, and to the public. I could 
not then say yes to your proposition, and I 
did not feel willing without further refiec- 
tion to utter a final no. Since then the 
matter has had the best thought I have to give, 
with the aid of the judgment of trusted friends. 
I need not go over the reasons that I laid before 
you. They still affect me, some of them, as they 
did then. Besides them, there is one growing out 
of the ache made. If l say yes to it, it holds 
me and my State to the acceptance of the place of 
the law officer of the Government. In my judg- 
ment this would not meet the expectations of the 
people of the State of New-York, norof the Re- 
publican Party as expressed or entertained by the 
foremest men in it. I do not feel at liberty to 
make a decision that will disappoint a community 
to whom | owe so much of gratitude and duty. Some 
of the things which passed before me while with yeu 
showed me what avast and mighty burden of duty 
and responsibility you are about to take on. 1 feel 
you to be equal to it, a strong man armed for it. 
But broad and sound and firm and toughened as 
are your shoulders, there will be times when it 
willbe grateful to you to have a loyal, earnest, 
kindly arm to ease the load a littie froma gailed 
spot. My intercourse with you, theugh short, has 
started the germs that could but yrow if fostered 
by a closer aequaintance in the future into a sin- 
cere, Vigorous, affectionate, loyal devotion. It is 
with reluctance, then, almost with a sense of high 
opportunity spurned and of duty put behind me, 
that I feel compelled to answer your preposition 
in the negative.

PHILADELPHIA ALMS-HOUSE FRAUDS—COIN 


COUNTERFEITERS CAUGHT. 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—The Grand Jury 
to-day found a true bill of indictment against 
James F, Brown, an Aims-house clerk and store- 
keeper, and Prince A. Sneil, a leather dealer who 
was arrested in Colorado yesterday by City Detec- 


tive Peter Miller, charging them with conspiracy to 
cheat the city by means of false bills for supplies 
furnished to the Aims-heuse. Another indictment 
was found against Snell, charging him with perjury 
in swearing that no other persons than himself 
were directly or indirectly interested in the amount 
named in the bill of Jan. 21, 1881, for $1,078, or were 
te receive any part thereof; whereas but one-quar- 
ter of the goods named in the bill was delivered. 
and there were others than the parties named in 
the bill who were to receive a part of the amount 
of the bill. 

At a late hour this afternoon a hearing was given 
to George Turner, a bankrupt, who was arrested 
in Boston afew days ago upon a charge of con- 
tempt of court in absenting himself from the 
meetings of the Register in Bankruptey. Judges 
Batler concluded to allow Turner to go upon 
furnishing $2,000 bail. Bail was, however. not se’ 
cured up to the moment of adjournment. Turner 
failed in 1872. while he was in the shoe business on 
North Fonrth-street. It was alleged that he had 
secreted from $16,000 to $20,000 of his assets. 


BRANTFORD, Ontario, Oct. 12.—At the Brant 
County Assizes to-day the suit against the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company to recover damages, 
brought by the wife of a man who was killed while 
erossing the track, was beard. While the jury 
were engaged in the case Justice Vanderlip patted 
one of them on the back and made use of language 
calculated to influence the juror in his verdict. 
Upon eomplaint being made to Justice Burton, the 
offender was fined $50 and sentenced te imprison- 
ment for 24 hours. 


AMSTERDAM, N. Y., Oct. 12.—Last night 
Maggie O'Neill, employed in Sanford’s carpet mill, 
stabbed another female employe named Jane Bradt 
in the face with a pair of scissors, inflicting 20 
gashes, some of them of a serious nature. The as- 
sailant, who is a hardeharacter, lately arrived from 
New-York City, has been arrested. 


SKOWHEGAN, Me., Oet. 12.—The trial of Eu- 
gene Hurd for the murder of his brother on Aug. 
5, which began yesterday, closed this afternoon 
with a verdict of murder in the first degree. The 
prisoner will be sentenced to-morrow. ‘The testi- 
mony offered by the State went to show that on 
the morning of the murder Hurd’s brother 
went to Hurd’s house, near by. A _ dispute 
arose between them, when ‘be prisoner shot his 
brother dead. The prisoner claimed that on ac- 
count of previous quarrels he considered his life in 
danger, and that he kilied his brother in self-de- 
fense while the latter was pursuing him witha club. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 12.—A large gang of 
counterfeiters were arrested in Tipton last night 
and this morning, and were brought to this city by 
the Sheriff of Tipton County. About a year agoa 
man named Hobbs gave information to the 
Secret Service of the existence ot a gang of coun- 
terfeiters in Tipton County, and a detective was 
sent there by the Government to work up the case, 
which resulted in the arrest of the follewing per- 
sons last night and to-day under the directions of 
the special agent: James Small, Jacob Masters, 
Christopher A. Masters, William Shape, Jacob B. 
Johnson, A. A. Smith, Jasper N. Wright, George 
King, Joseph F. Small, Charles Booth, John T. 
Small, and Lorenzo Haworth. These men 
were breught here to-day at noon and 
lodged in jail. Two days ago Special 
Agent Rathbone and Detectives Kennock and 
Hobbs arrested James Campbell, Harvey Serpos- 
ter, and William Crully members of the same gang, 
who were ona train going to Logansport. They 
were brought to this city and kept secreted. John 
Keeting. a saloon-keeper in this city, was also ar- 
rested to-day. Most of the prisoners are residents 
of Tipton County. 


Bu¥FFaLo, N. Y., Oct. 12.—A number of 
spurious silver dollars are in circulation in this 
vicinity. They are eyenly covered with 20 or 30 
cents worth of pure silver and have a natural 
ring. It {is believed that some of the German and 
Italian counterfeiters who recently arrived in 
New-York City are operating in this section. 

BALTIMORE, Oct, 12.—Charles Rapp was 
convicted in the Criminal Court this afternoon of 
having enticed two girls, under 18 years of age, 
from Rochester, N. Y..and brought them to this 
city. He was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
three years. 

Toronto, Ontario, Oct. 12.—John Albert, 
the County Constable who shot a boy he was pur- 
suing, was to-day found guilty of murder, and 
sentenced to be hanged on Nov. 10. 

AvuGustTa, Ga., Oct. 12.—George Fisher, 
colored, a fugitive from justice from South Caro- 
lina, while being pursued by officers to-day, jumped 
into the canal and was drowned. 


LitTLE Rock, Ark., Oct 12.—Nick Walker, 
colored, who a few weeks ago killed another col- 
ored man named Tom Jenkins by shooting at him 
through a knot-hole in a house on Argenta-street, 
was to-day found guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, Oct. 12.—At a meeting 
of the Finance Committee of the Corporation to- 
night, the City Auditor presented a report of the 
defalcations of McNeil, the Assistant Treasurer.

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THE ADVANCEMENT OF WOMEN. 
NUMEROUS PAPERS READ AT THE CONGRESS 
IN PORTLAND. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 12.—The Association 
for the Advancement of: Women began its second 
members’ meeting in private executive session this 
morning. A new feature was the statistical re- 
ports from the various Vice-Presidents concerning 


the criminal] classes of the various States as com- 
pues from the records of State prisons. The fol- 
owing questions were more or less fully answered: 

How many male and female prisoners are there? 

How many committed for great offenses ? 

ls there any difference in kinds or certainty of pun- 
ishments because of sex ? 

in the matver of offenses whatis the average term 
of punishments ? : 

Answers to these questions were received from 
12 States. All of them asserted that little or 
no difference was made in the Kind of punish- 
ment between men and women, although the 
Jatter were convicted of crimes, such as night-walk- 
ing, &e.. which are seldom brought against men. 
The total of all criminal classes in Pennsvivania 
is 4,649. Three-fourths of the convicts had attended 
the public schools. New-Jersey reported 10 per 
eent. of its criminals as women. Many spoke of 
the general use of tobacco in prisons and of its 
pernicious effects. The Colorado State Peniten- 
tiary has had only three women prisoners for 10 
years, and has none at present. 

At the public session this afternoon Mrs. Juiia 
Ward Howe, the President, opened the meeting by 
introducing Mrs. C. M. Severance, of Califor- 
nia, who, after some brief remarks, read 
a paper on ‘*‘I’he Chinese Question from a Woman's 
Point of View.” She pronounced the Chinese

Mrs. Prof. Richards, of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technelogy, followed briefly, and 
Miss Eastman read the report of a California 
physician who claimed that Chinamen’s habits 
of living were cleanly as the same number of 
whites. Mrs. Lita Barney Sayles, of Cennecticut, 
read a paper on the history and _ results 
of the past congresses of the _ Asso- 
ciation for the Advaneement of Women. 
The number of members at present was given as 
about 350. The work of the assoctation, she said, 
was intended to embrace that of all reforms, and 
among its members were found prominent women 
of America in all professions and walks of life. 

At the evening session Mrs. Mary E. Foster, 
practicing lawyer, of Michigan, read a paper on 
regulations discriminating in favor of single women 
against married women. This paper was discussed

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PERTH AMBOY’S COLLECTOR. 


COL. HOUGHTON GIVES MORE EVIDENCE ty 


THE TRIAL OF CHARGES AGAINST HIM. 
TRENTON, Oct. 12.—-The sixth day of the 
trial of Col. C. H. Houghton, Collector of the port 


of Perth Amboy, opened this morning. The cross- 
examination of Col. Houghton was continued. 
The Government pressed the examination as td 
how long Frank Honghton was employed in the 
revenue service at Amboy, whose house he went 
to, where he has lived since the latter part of 1879, 
and other facts in relation to his business, mar: 
riage, &c. The witness thought his brother lived 
in Michigan. There was no memorandum in exist- 
ence as to when Frank Houghton reported for duty 
at the Custom-house, or when he received his sal- 
ary, except two pay-rolls. Witness had no 
receipt for any moneys paid to Frank 
Houghton during the time of his employment, 
except what appears on the pay-rolis. Col. 
Houghton was examined as to the report made 
to the Government that Frederick Fox had made 
80 trips in a boat on Government service, and an- 
swered that this service was reported to him as 
having been so performed by the Deputy Col- 
lector. Witness never took the trouble to examine 
into the matter. He reiterated the oft-repeated 
statements that he signed all the rolls simply upon 
the statement of the Deputy Collector. On the re- 
direct examination Col. Houghton said that the 
business at the port of Perth Amboy had doubled 
in the last three years. : 

Edward Sofield testified that he never did any 
work for the Government in 1875. The pay-roll 
was shown containing Sofield’s name, and witness 
said he had never signed it and never received any 
money from the Custom-house. Frank Houghton, 
brother of Col. Houghton, was thensworn. He 
said he was employed as boatman at the Amboy 
Custom-house from April to the Fall of 1879. The 
witness explained what he did and how much he 
received for his services. He was always paid in 
money. The Deputy Collector always askea him 
to sign the pay-roil. The Collector never did. He 
was paid $30 a month, but never signed 
any receipts, and he received $45 a month 
after August, 1879. Witness received pay as 
temporary Inspector as well as boatman. In 
1878 witness signed three pay rolls in the office of 
J. Kearney Smith. Dawson’s and Mr. Smith’s 
names were all that were on the rolls when he 
signed them. The District Attorney said he had 
examined all rolls of 1878, and Frank Houghton’s 
name appeared on only one of them, and that, he 
said. he did not sign. 

After recess Col. Houghton was reealled to testi- 
fy that money was not paid to Frank Houghton 
before the services were rendered, and the defense 
then rested its case. 

Frederick F. Fox was called by the Government 
in rebuttal. He had been employed by the Collector 
of the Port of Pert Amboy to discharge the ship 
Sarah and Emma; Frank Houghton was not em- 
ployed on that ship. nor on the Americus, nor on 
the schooner Emma. Witness was not employed 
as boatman, and did not sign a paper dated Novem- 
ber, 1879, orreceive any monev. He signed a paper 
as witness to a mark, but none as to the num- 
ter of trips be made. This was all dons 
in the absence of Col. Houghton. Similar state- 
ments were made in regard to other papers, which, 
when signed, were in blank. Col. Houghton said 
it would be an accommodation to him to sign them 
but witress received no meney for services, and 
performed none. This witness testified that Frank 
Houghton was not employed on the’ vessels for 
which he (Houghten) received pay for services. As 
to all the pay-rolls exhibited, witness said he signed 
them in the presence of Col. Houghtea. On cross- 
examination witness was not so clear in some of 
his statements. He admittea having received 
money for services as watchman in November and 
December, 1879. 

Georges W. Yates, connected with the Sub-Treas- 
ury of New-York, produced an abstract of the two 
checks drawn on the Sub-Treasury at New-York 
by the Collector of Perth Amboy for boat service. 
These checks were paid by the Middlesex County 
Bank, and by the bank collected from the Sub- 
Treasary. Frederick Fox was recalled, and ad- 
mitted having received various sums from tke 
Custom-house for services as watchman, and said 
he did not swear that Frank Houghton did not 
watch on the vessels named. Witness only meant 
to say he did not see him about. 
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ASKING FOR PROTECTION. 
GLASS MANUFACTURERS AND WOOL-GROW- 
ERS BEFORE THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 
WHEELING, West Va., Oct. 12.—The Tariff 
Commissioners arrived here this morning from 
Pittsburg, and immediately opened session at the 
McClure House. The interests of the glass manu: 
facturers were represented by C. W. Brockunier, 
of Wheeling, and James Gillinder, of Philadelphia, 
The former asked that the duty on glass (eut, en 
graved, &c., decorated or painted,) be in 
creased from the present rate of 40 per cenf, 
ad valorem to 60 per cent. and _ that 
the duty on pressed glassware remain asitis. Mr. 
Gillender asked that the duty on glass lamp chim- 
nevs be increased from 40 per cent. ad valorem to 


a specific rate of 10 cents per dozen. and the duty 
on opal lamp shades from 40 per cert. to 5d 
and 75 cents per dezen. aceording to size. 
The enormous profits made on lamp chim- 
neys, which are not made here, were 
shown in the statement that they are imported 
at 16 cents adozen and retailed at from 5 to 1 
cents each. The effect of inventionand home com- 
petition in reducing prices was shown in the casa 
of plain, clumsy tumblers, which 40 years ago cost 
$1 50 per dozen, and now cost only 25 cents, and of 
goblets, which had cost from $3 to $5 a dozen and 
only cost from 28 to 42 cents now. 

J. H. Atkinson, of New-Cumberland, West Va., a 
fire-brick manufacturer. asked an increase of duty 
on fire-brick from 20 per cent. ad valorem to $4 
per thousand. 

The wool-growing interest was represented by J. 
C. Gist, of Independence, West Va.; J. C. Palmer, 
of Wellsburg, West Va.; J. D. Whitham, of Steu- 
benville, Ohio; N. E. Sprague, of Brice’s, Ohio, and 
William Cowden, of Quaker City, Ohio. They 
asked that the duty on unwashed wools, called 
clothing wools, and on the second elass combing 
wools be increased from 10 cents a pound and 11 
per cent. ad valorem to 15 cents a pound and 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, and that the duty on 
the third class carpet wools be increased 
from 3 cents a pound to 9 cents. 
Mr. Cowden estimated the cost of keeping skeep 
at $2 95 per head a year, the average yield of wool 
at about five pounds to the fleece, and the average 
price of the woolat 35 cents, thus showing that 
wool-growing was not a remunerative industry ig 
Ohio. Making an allowance for the annuai natura! 
increase of $40 or 20 lambs to the flock of 100, the 
calculation showed an annual loss of $80 on a flock 
of 100 sheep. If the price of wool fell any lower, 
as it would do if the duty were reuuced, the wool 
growing interest would have to be abandoned. 

Edward M. Pearsen, of Wheeling, potter, ar- 
cued for an increase of the duty on pottery ware, 
and then the committee adjourned to meet at 
Philadelphia to-murrow morning.

THE BOSTON WRESTLER BEATEN. 

A wrestling-match for the championship of 
the New-York and Boston Police Departments 
and the folice Gazette trophy took place last even- 
ing in Irving Hall. The event created great inter- 
est among the members of the departments men- 
tloned. The contestants were Roundsman James 
Quigley, of the Eighteeath Precinct, the champion 


wrestler of the New-York Police Department, and 
Walter E. Brown, the champion of the Boston de- 
partment. Capt. James Daly, the Irish athlete, 
acted as umpire for Quigley, and P. J. Griffin, a 
Boston wrestier, filled the same office for Brown. 
Harry Hill acted as referee, and Wiliam E. Hard- 
ing was manager of the exhibition, The agree- 
ment was that the men should wrestle collar and 
elbow in harness foran hour, and Greco-Roman 
foran hour. It was evident from the start that 
Brown, who had been heralded as the ‘* Boston 
Hercules,” was overmatched, Quigley being a 
larger man andin much better condition. After 
a contest lasting six minutes Quigley succeeded in 
throwing his antagonist, and the referee a 
nounced a fall in favor of the New-York champion. 
Very little science was displayed by elther com- 
batant in the second bout. When time was again 
called, at 9:28, neither had succeedea in scoring @ 
fall, but the spectators were good-natured in ex- 
pectation of better sport in the second part of the 
programme. After wrestling in the Greco-

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE GEN. 
ERAL LAND OFFICE. 

REPEAL OF THE PRE-EMPTION LAW RECOM- 
MENDED—FRAUDS IN ENTERING LANDS 
~——THE PROPOSED FORFEITURE OF RAIL- 
ROAD GRANTS. 

WaASBEINGTON, Oct. 12.~-The annual report 
of Commissioner MacFarland, of the Genera! Land 
Office, for the fiscal year enaed June 30, 1882, was 
completed to-day. It shows that disposals of pub- 
lic lands under all acts of Congress embraced 13,- 
998,740.37 acres, and of Indian lands, 910,386.13 
acres, making the total disposals 14,309,126.50 
acres, an increase over the preceding year, of 
8,412,729.35 acres. The amount received from ail 
sources In connection with disposals of the public 
lands was $7,755,261 02, and from sales of indian 
lands, $634,587 22, a total of $8,392,848 24, being an 
incre over the previous year O& $2,984,- 
044 0°. The cash receipts of the office were 
as follows: From sales of public lands, $6,627,- 
228 12; sales of Indian lands, $634,587 22; 
homestead fees and commissions, $697,968 59; tim- 
ber culture fees and commissions, $232,534; fees on 
military bounty land warrant locations, $1,166; fees 
on locations with different classes of serip, $116; 
fees on pre-emption and other filings, $128,126; fees 
for reducing testimony to writing, $56,897 06; fees 
on railroad selections, $4,602 50; fees on State se- 
lections, $2,436; fees on donation claims, $595; fees 
for issuing patent certificates, 83; fees tor tran- 
scripts from records furnished by the General Land 
Office, $6,588 75; total, $8,392,848 24. 

Referring to the pre-emption’ acts, Judge Mac- 
Farland says: ‘Previous to the passage of the 
homestead laws the pre-emption system afforded 
the only means by which settlers could acquire 
title to unoffered junds. The wise policy of Con- 
gress, maintained for many years, has been to 
withhold the public lands from disposal at ordinary 
cash sale with a view to their decupation by actual 
settlers and to prevent the appropriation of large 
bodies by individuals for speculative purposes. The 
pre-emption system was designed to enable actual 
settlers to establish their homes on the public 
domain and thus to improve and build 
up the country. With the passage of the 
Homestead act, however, the pre-emption 
law became of less importanee, and recent 
supplemental legislation having placed homestead 
parties on an equal footing in all respects with pre- 
emptors, the special utility of the pre-emption law 
for the purposes of bona fide settlement on the 
public lands has wholly ceased. Any person who 
could make a pre-empiion entry ean make a home- 
stead entry. Any land that can be entered under 
the pre-emption laws can also be entered under 
the homestead laws. Under the homestead 
laws also the homestead party may purchase 
the land entered by him within the same time, 
apon the same terms, and by the same proofs 
4s In pre-emption cases. There 1s, therefore, 
no practical necessity for continuing the double 
system in operation. A repeal of the pre-emp- 
tion Jaw would simplify the public business 
and be in the interest of public economy and good 
Bdministration. Such repeal would, moreover, re- 
move one of the causes of frauds in land entries 
which have approached great magnitude. The 
correspondence of this office and reports from offi- 
cers and special agents indicate that a material 
proportion of the pre-emption entries now made 
are fraudulent in character, being chiefly placed 
upon valuable timber or mineral lands or water 
rights, and made in the interest and by the pro- 
curement of others, and not for the purpose of res 
idence and improvement by the professed pre- 
emptor.”’ 

Respecting the torfeiture of railroad grants, the 
Commissioner says: “ The status of various grants 
for railroad purposes, where the reads have not 
been constructed within the time prescribed by 
law, Was reported to Congress on March 28 lust. 
The absence of legislative action touching the re- 
newal of these grants, or declaring the forfeiture 
thereof, seriously embarrassed the work of this 
office. Itis not deemed expedient to certify addi- 
tional lands to the rallroad companies, nor to award 
tothe companies landsin dispute between them 
and settlers or other claimants, pending the deter- 
mination of Congress in the premises. Large num- 
bers of settlers are occupying such lands, and it is 
important to them to know whether they can re- 
ceive their titles from the United States or whether 
they will be required to purchaee from the railroad 
companies. The prevaiiing uncertainty necessarily 
retards improvements and impairs values. New 
applications are also constantly being made to 
enter the withdrawn lands under the public land 
laws. 1 deem it of pressing importance to the pub- 
lic interests nat Congress should take early action 
in respect to these grants.” 

On the subject of fraudulent land entries the 
Commissioner says: ‘*Iny igations that have 
been made during the past year have developed 
the existence of much fraud under the shield of 
the Pre-emption, Homestead, and Timber Culture 
laws. These investigations have been based upon 
complaints made to this office that great quanti- 
ties of valuable coal and iron lands, forests of tim- 
ber, and the aryesilable agricultural lands 
in whole regions of grazing country have 
been monopolized by persons who have caused 
fraudulent pre-emption and commuted homestead 
entries to be made by their agents and employes. 
A proper investigation of the numerous complaints 
that are constantly being received would require 
the employment of a large force of special agents 
and involve an expense far beyond the customary 
appropriations by Congress available for that pur- 
pose. Eftorts have been made to check unlawful 
acts of this character in the coal and iron regions 
of Alabama, the timber regions of Minnesota, the 
grazing country in California, and on agricultural 
iands in the ‘Territory of Dakota by the special in- 
vestigation of cases of alleged fraud, trials before 
focal land officers to cancel illegal entries, and 
the institution of civil and criminal! suits. These pro- 
ceedings have, however, necessarily been confined 
to one or two localities in each of said States and 
Territory, owing to the limited facilities of this of- 
fice forsuch service. Proceedings have also been in- 
stituted im the State of Missouri by the proper land 
officers of the United States to recover the title to 
several hundred thousand acres of land in that 
Btate, fraudulently entered many years since under 
the Graduation act, which act has been repealed. 
I have recommended herein the repeal of the Pre- 
emption law, the same having been ‘ practically 
superseded by the Homestead law. and especially 
by the commutation feature of the latter act.”

A DECISION AGAINST THE COMPANY—SIX 
CENTS DAMAGES AND COSTS AWARDED. 


The test case of the firm of White & Stokes, 
dealers in books and stationery, at No. 1,152 Broad- 
way, against the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
Company, resulted yesterday in a verdict for 
the plaintiffs for 6 cents damages and _ the 
costs. The suit was to recover $100 damages fora 
refusal of the company to carry a package of sta- 
tionery for the plaintiffs on Aug. 14 last, over the 
Sixth-avenue road from the Twenty-third-street 
staton to the station at Park-place. The case 
came up for trial before Justice Kelly, in the Sixth 
Judicial District Court, Roger Foster appearing for 
the plaintiffs, and Robert KE. Deyo, of Field, 
Dorsheimer, Bacon & Deyo, for the defendant cor- 
poration. ‘Testimony was presented at a bear- 
ing had Sept. 26 ‘to ‘show that an employe of the 
plaintiffs tendered to the agent of the defendant 
corporation the package in question, and that the 
agent stated that orders had been issued forbidding 
the transportation of bulky articles along the line 
of the road, and that if the package was presented 
the gateman would probably not permit its carrier 
to place it upon the ears. The defendants in an- 
swer Offered testimony to show that. trains on the 
road were run at so frequent intervals that any 
attempt to carry freight wouid result in much an- 
noyance to passengers, tend to block the business 
ot transporting passengers, make transportation 
dangerous, and put an end to rapid transit, 
to secure which the elevated railroad system was 
chiefly established. Col. F. K. Hain, the General 
Manager of the road, also testified that baggace 
was carried over the Sixth-avenue road for the 
New-York City and Northern Railroad Company 
only between the two depots of that company, at 
bifty-third-street and One Hundred and Fifty-fifth- 
street. The same gentleman aud Mr. Jenkins, 
manager of the Manhattan News Company, testi- 
fied that bundles of papers, periodicals, &c.. were 
carried for that company only when in custody of 
some one of its employes, for delivery at the 
various stations where news-stands are maintained. 
As to the transportation of freight over the lines at 
night, it was testified that the roads were occupied 
as much as they safely could be, extra trains carry- 
ing coal, ashes, &c., being then run, as they could 
not be during the day. Theseare the facts in brief. 

When the case was opened yesterday morning, 
Mr. Deyo moved that the suit be dismissed and a ver- 
dict for the defendants ordered. It had been clearly 
shown thatthe company could not receive and de- 
liver packages of freight, when trains were running 
atintervals of fromtwo to fourminutes, without 
causing great delay, inconvenience to passengers, 
the blockading of stations, and generally endanger- 
ing the lives of passengers. The tender in this case, 
he held, had not been complete, in that the party 
making the request had left nis bundle at the 
foot of the stairs, and had not formaliy 
tendered it to the custody of the road 
and had carriage absolutely refused. Mr. 
Deyo held, too, that the court could not award 
primitive or exemplary damages, holding it to be 
out of the jurisdiction of the court, except where 
there Was a violation of the contract, expressed 
orimplied. He cited authorities to show that in 
such a case the plaintiff could recover only the 
difference between the contract price made be- 
tween two parties, and that actually paid to secure 
the performance of a service refused. In this 
case, as it aid not appear in testimony that the 
plaintiffs had suffered any real damage by the re- 
fusal, or that they had paid any sum for the de- 
livery of the package in any other way, 
therefore they were debarred from recovering 
even such an amount of damages as this court 
might award. 

Mr. Foster, in reply, held that the charter of the 
road compelled the carriage of freight, and that, 
therefore. the Manhattan Company had no more 
right to demand that a person should travel over 
the road in charge of freizit offered for transporta- 
tion than had the New-York Ceutral or apy rail- 
road company. The company did carry freight for 
the New-York City and Northern Railroad Com- 
pany and forthe Manhattan News Company with- 
outany such stipulation as they now propose for 
the general public. The tender of the package by 
the plaintiff’s agent he held to be a sufficient tender 
in law and in fact. In reference to primitive or exem- 
plary damages he argued that the road was by char- 
ter compelled to carry freight. Where there is a pub 
lic right existing, there is, of course, a remedy for 
the refusal to give to the public that right. The 
remedy isin damages, and therefore the present 
suit will lie, and the aggrieved party has the right 
to sue for primitive damages. The small sum of 
$100 is asked for exemplary damages because of 
the constant refusal by the road forfour years to 
comply with the terms of its charter. That 
small sum was fixed upon s0 that. the 
case could be brought before this court, 
and the defendant corporation, which is 
constantiy trying tokeep its causes away from a 
jury. be compelled to try the cause and not hang 
it up indefinitely in some higher court. As the 
Second and Ninth avenue passenger trains are not 
run at night he held that those lines might be used 
during those hours for freight transportation with- 
out endangering the public in any way. The Man 
hattan Company, if it saw fit not to do a freight 
business, could easily have secured an amendment 
to its charter within the past three years, as it was 
amatter of common notoriety that its influence 
with legislators had been so powerful as to secure 
just such legislation as it wished during that peried. 
The company, however, preferred not to do this, 
but to keep in its charter the provision regarding 
the carriave of freight, deeming it wise to retain 
the power to do 80, even if it did not exerolse that 
right at present. 

Justice Kelly denied the motion to dismiss and 
refused to order a verdict for the defendants. The 
summing up to the jury consisted of a reiteration 
of the points made in the argument on the motion 
to dismiss. Justice Kelly, after reciting the facts, 
cautioned the jury to divest their minds of any 
prejudices they might have against corporations or 
the elevated railroads. ‘‘Though they have great 
powers,” hesaid, “ they are a necessity and a bene- 
fit to the City. If they have earned large sums 
they have enriched the City by enabling people to 
build up that portion of the City which could not 
have been made valuable for years with the old 
methods of transportation. Under their eharters 
it is the duty of the roads to carry freight if possi- 
ble. A reasenable possibility you must find, if 
there is one, from the testimony relative to the 
running of trains, and you must also deter- 
mine whether freight can be carried without en- 
dangering human life. The carrying of coal. 
ashes, &c., isa work of necessity in the conauct 
of the road, and not in itself evidence of the 
ability of the company to carry freight.” 
In referring to the tender of the freight, Justice 
Kelly held it to be sufficient, and the question for 
the jury was whether the refusal by the company's 
agent was a willful and malicious one—that is, one 
in violation of the company’s charter. If the refusal 
isfoundto be willful, then only, he held, could 
punitive damages be imposed. As there was no 
evidence of actual damages suffered, because the 
detendant had established no rates for freight car- 
riage, and as it did not appear that the plaintiff em- 
ployed any other method of transporting the re- 
fused package, he charged, there was no measure 
of actual damage. ‘“* In this contingency,” he said, 
“if you find that the plaintiff has a right to have 
his paekages carried by the defendant you can re- 
turn the time-honored verdict of 6 cents damages.” 

The jury were in consultation only five minutes, 
and returned with a verdict for the plaintiff to re- 
cover 6 cents damages. Mr. Deyo took an excep- 
tion to the verdict asa matter of form, and Mr. 

‘oster said he would not ask for the imposition of 
the judgment, which carries costs and disburse- 
ments with it, for four or five days. Mr. Deyo had 
not decided yesterday whether an appeal would 
be taken, nor had Mr. Foster decided what course 
he or his clients would take. Mr. Deyo stated that 
the road would probably pay the damages im- 
posed. If this is done, it establishes a precedent 
which will permit any one whose baggage the com- 
pany way refuse to transport te recovera like

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SHOW-CASHS IN FGURTEENTH-STREET, 

In June last Judge Lawrence, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, on the application of Ephraim 8. 
Johnson, granted an alternative mandamus direct- 
ing the Superintendent of Incumbrances to re- 
move two show-cases placed by other _per- 
sons in front of Johnson’s store, in West 
Fourteenth-street. Between tho time of hearing 
of the argument on the application and the 
filing ef }Judge Lawrence's decision the Board of 
Aidermen passed an ordinance forbidding show- 
gases to be kept on the sidewalk in Fourteenth- 
street. Mr. Johnson applied for a peremptory 
mandamus, and the Superintendent of Incum- 
brances met it by presenting the ordinance to the 
court and showing that the objectionable show- 
cases had been removed. On Sept. 5 the Board of 
Aldermen passed another ordinance permit- 
ting show-cases to be placed in the street 
within six feet of the buildings occupied 
by their owners. The show-cases which annoy 
Mr. Johnson were replaced in front of his premises 
by authority of this ordinance, and he made an- 
other ee for a mandamus to compel their 
removal. Argument upon this application took 
place in Supreme Gourt, Chambers, yesterday, be- 
tween Edward T. O’Dwyer, who appeared for it, 
and Assistant Corporation Counsel Lacombe in 
opposition. Mr. O’Dwyer insisted that the City 
ordinance of Sept. 5 was nullified by the City Char- 
ter, which provides that the Commen Council shall 
have no power to permit obstructions to be placed 
in the streets, except such as are 6 necessary 
aurimg the erection or ee of buildings. 
Judge Barrett granted an alternative mandamas, 
returnable next Monday.

To the Fadttor of the New-York Times: 

On the 29th of September, in an editorial, 
you berate “the tireless hosts of Rome" because 
Archbishop Lynch, of the Province of Ontario, has 
protested against the reading of Scott’s ‘' Mar- 
mion” to the children of the public schools. Hither 
you have forgotten the details of that poem or it

And that ** Marmion” 
is immoral and unfit to be read by young 
children there is ne doubt. The ovening canto 
will convince any reader of this fact. Every al- 
lusion to Constance is impure, and as for the por- 
trait of Friar John, it is simply disgusting and ut- 
terly offensive to Catholics, who train their children 
to reverence the clergy. And no matterif in bis 
case the portrait is not true to life, it must injure a 
child’s innocence to read of such people as 
Constance and Friar John with bis impossible way 
of reciting his rosary, for the poem says he was 
asleep “before his beads had marked 10 aves and 
2creeds."’ A Catholic would guess that he was 
asleep before he began them, for Catholics say first 
1 creed and 50 aves, and 10 out fathers, or if 
the full rosary is sali we say first 1 
creed and 150 aves follow, and 30 Pater nosters. 

In second canto we come to that more impossi- 
ble scene when the “vassal slaves of bloody 
Rome” send poor Constance to her murderous 
death. It seems strange that Protestants will not 
remember that ecclesiastics cannot punish with 
death.

Asin 
this century, so in every age, there have been de- 
fections from the monastic life, and Constance, if 
she chose to break her vows, would have been just 
us safe in life and limb as are Miss Edith O’Gorman 
and M. Charles Loyson in our own day. 

jut what Catholic ever heard of an abbess ceall- 
ing the prioress in aid “to curse with candle, bell, 
and book?” The Church has never intrusted such 
powers to woman, nor has she employed bad 
monks to do her murdering for her. it would be 
wellif Americans read books which treat of the 
powers of the priesthood, and much astounded many 
would be when they discover that Holy Mother 
Church encourages priests to learn the art of med- 
icine, but surgery is strictly forbidden, because if 
by some misfortune a priest im letting blood shouid 
accidentally cause the death of his patient, never 
again could he say mass, Ifa priest sits on a jury 
where a man is condemned to be hanged, that priest 
is for life debarred from his sacerdotal func- 
tions. Catholic children, who are accustomed to 
the firm, tender rule of the nuns in the school-room, 
would not know what to make of that feeble, flut- 
tering flock who follow “ Hilda’s gentle dame” 
through the lengthof *‘ Marmion,” and why that 
fiendish woman is called “ gentle abbess’’ only an 
enemy to the Church could tell. She is * geod” 
and“ gentie” to those whose souls have been 
poisoned by a viscious code of morals, and that 
code is taught in the Church of Rome, Sir Walter 
Scott seems to infer, and because this is false 
Catholics are right in denouncing ‘* Marmion.”” We 
teach our children that a religious vocation is the 
holiest life possible, and we count tnose families 
the happiest where a brother has gone out from 
it to become a priest or a _ girl to become 
& nun, and we do not wish our little ones to 
read of convents made inte hiding-plages for love- 
sick maidens, but Scott’s nuns do not so much as 
cut off their hair, which nuns in real life do, but 
they throw off their disguise with alacrity when 
their young manappears. If American girls are to 
be trained according tothe good old standard of 
modesty and piety their teachers had better follow 
Archbishop Lynch and take some other book to 
learn the beauties of English literature. No scholar 
is insansible to the delicious poetry of ‘‘ Marmion,” 
but, blemished as it is, it should not be read by the 
young, and to Catholics it has the double offense 
of insulting the Chureh as well as good morals. 
Sir Walter 1s forever biundering in his Catholic 
lore, and Shakespeare is always correct in ail his 
allusions to the Church. Some passages cannot 
be understood at all by readers who are unfamiliar 
with the Catholic Church, and an amusing exam- 
ple is to be found in Barham’s “ Ingoldsby Leg- 
ends,’ where in one ballad he writes, ‘* un- 
houseled, disappointed, unaneled’’—whatever that 
may mean. Now, a Catholic knows that Ham- 
let's Ghost here means to say that he met his death 
unfortified by the rites of the Church, that he did 
not receive the blessed host; he could not confess 
his sins to a priest, and therefore he was not fitly 
appointed to meet his God, and that he died with- 
out being anointed with holy oils. 

Sir Walter Scott says in the last canto, “ Yet 
mourn not * * * our timea fair exchange hath 
made,” but fortunately there are many people who 
do not agree with him. There are thousands of 
Protestant parents yet who would rather die than 
see their little girls grow with a loose standard of 
female virtue, and if books like ‘* Marmion” are to 
be read in the schools, how is it possible to keep 
the children Innocent? The poetry in it is the most 
beautiful in the English language. but itis a ques- 
tion here of plucking oat the right eye. Better a 
girl shonld never know what grand —— is than 
that she should think less well of a modest de- 
portment. If Catholic parish schools are as bad 
as Tur Trves thinks, it 1s very strange that 
giris educated in them are all the time recelv- 
ing diplomas from the School Commissioners and 
take their places as teachers in the public schools. 
And to prove ths truth of this one has but to con- 
sider how rich in statesmen, in men of affairs and 
for classical accomplishments is the body of 
Catholic clergy. both Bishops and priests, and for 
the most part they are American born boys with a 
sound Catholic education. The world rails against 
the Catholic Church. but in the end it finds she has 
done all the fighting against the powers of Satan, 
and it comes to pass the world blesses her for her 
past good works, but takes up some new question 
tu rage against, and thus, in calm confidence, 
we expect to see the small remnant of non 
Catholic Christians in the twentieth century 
award the memory of Pius IX. with the 
mede of praise, because inan age of agnosticism 
when men said that it was impossible to know 
what or who God was, and consequently we were 
all ignorant as to the kind of life that was pleas- 
ing to this unknown God. Pope Pius proclaimed 
that we can know God and we can please Him by 
obeying the commands of the Gospel, and what 
that Christian code was the Pope would always be 
able to tell. He held the knowledge of all the 
Christian safe in his hands. What is the use ofa 
Gospel that nobody understands? So it is of great 
practical use for believers to be able to appeal to a 
court where the old morals and the old faith is 
kept unspotted from the world, and pure as when 
first dellvered by the Son of God Himself.

HOW PROTECTION AFFECTS THE FARM- 
ER, 

To.the Edttor of the New-York Times: 

I have clipped the following extract from 
the testimony of that eminent ship-builder, Mr. 
John Roach, given before the Tariff Commission, 
because I think it will bear some examination: 


“Mr. John Roach, ship-builder, made a long 
speech in defense of the prineiples of protection. 
He said that he was interested in four branches of 
industry. He was a farmer, fron manufacturer, 
ship-builder, and ship-owner; and he declared that 
it wasin his capacity of a farmer that he received 
the greatest benefits from the tariff. He calculated 
that on his farm of 1,100 acres he wou!d expend in 
10 years for implements, horses, ana cattle, $4,200, 
of which not over $1,300 worth would be of im- 
ported articles. The duty on those might amount 
to 8520, or S$52ayear. Let that light burden be 
compared with the advantages of a home market 
to the farmer. The farmer, when he understood 
the benelit of protection to him, would be no long- 
— by the men who were preaching free 
trade,’ 


In 1880, according to the census, there were pro- 
duced in all the States and Territories 450,479,605 
bushels of wheat, the greater part of which was 
produced in the Western States. The best.market, 
however, for this grain is claimed to be in the 
Eastern, or manufacturing, States, of whieh but 
two (Delaware and Maryland, which I include 
among the manufacturing States in order to give 
Mr. Roach as fair a showing as possible,) produced 
a sufficient quantity of wheat for their own inhab- 
itants. In others, like Rhode Island, which, with 
a population of 276,531, produced but 240 bushels, 
and Massachusetts, which, with a population of 
nearly 1,800,000, produced but 15,768 bushels, nearly 
the whole supply was furnished by other, and pre- 
sumably by Western wheat-raising States, In order 
to show on what my calculations are based I give 
the poputation and production of wheat of the 
States which I class as the manufacturing States

Allowing 8 bushels per head of population, a rate 
of consumption that is high, and is therefore in 
Mr. Roach’s favor, the population of these States 
would require for their wants 124,711,664 bushels, 
of which they furnish themselves 43,259,083 bush- 
els, leaving a deficit to be supplied of 81,352,531 
bushels, which is the extent of the Eastern home 
market for Western wheat. 

Let us new consider the States other than those 
included in the above list. These produced in the 
census year 416,120,422 bushels, of which 276,534,600 
bushels were required for thele own uso, (a quan- 
tity more than double the total wants of the manu- 
facturing Statea,) leaving a surplus to be disposed 
of of 139,585,822 bushels. From this quantity the 
requirements of the manufacturing States must he 
deducted, (51,352,581 busbels,) leaving a quantity 
over and above what can by auy possibility be re- 
quired in the ‘ome market” of 58,233,241 bushels, 
or nearly one-eighth the total crop for that year. 

Bat the conditions existing at presout are very 
different from those which existed in the census 
year. Immigration has flowed in ata rate which

ulation. This inorease to our population has zone 
for the most part to the West, and has been added 
to the wheat-growing population of the Westera 
States. ‘The crop for the present year is estimated 
to be at least 550,000,000 bushels, an increase over 
the product of the census year of nearly 100,000,000, 
while population cannot have increased at the ut- 
most more than 8,000,000, and titfs increase has 
taken place chiefly in the Western States. This 
means that upward of three-fourths of the in- 
creased production of wheat Is not required in this 
country, and must be wasted or sent abroad. In 
the light of these figures is it not time that this 
foolish twaddle about the advantages of creating a 
“home market” by a protective tarif and the 
benefits accruing to the farmer therefrom should 
cease? Mr. Roach may flatter himself that he is 
really doing a service in directing attention to these 
advantages and*benefits. But I think I have shown 
that he does not know what he is talking of. 

Those who have followed closely the writings of 
protectionists during the last few years cannot fail 
to have noticed some curious predictions and 
Statements, apart from the general unreasonin 
and blind arguments with which a protective tari 
is bolstered up. For instance, Kobert Ellis Thomp- 
son, a jeader, and, what is more, a thinker, wrote 
in 1878 that the priee of wheat in thia country 
must be no longer regulated by the price in Eng- 
ish markets. “Tho remedy for this is manifestly 
te be found in the extension of our manufacturing 
ndustries by persistent protection until we obtain 
such an equilibrium of those industries as will pro- 
vide a home market for all our breadstuffs.”” After 
exatnining the figures we have just giveu could it 
be considered a form of insanity to make such a 
statement?

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THE DUTY UPON THE IMPORTATION 
OF FOREIGN BOOKS. 

To the Evitor of the New-York Times: 

T read in an editorial article of your issue of 
this morning that ‘‘ itis the rule [of the Customs 
officials] to remit, as a matter of course, ali duties 
amounting to less than $1, when books imported 
[by mail) are intended for the personal use of the 
addressee.”’ This does not agree with my own ex- 
perience. I have frequently had to pay on 
books duties amounting to less than 050 
cents; in fact, I huve seldom paid to the 
postal authorities duties amounting to more 
than $1, as foreign books costing more than $4 are 
generaliy too bulky to be sent through the mails. 


Within three months I have paid upon a book at 
the New-York Post Office a duty of 50 cents. Last 
Spring, while I was living in town, upon two occa- 
sions I received the usual notice to apply 
at the Poat Office for a parcel of books and 
obtained the parcel after the loss of an hour 
and a half of time and the expenditure 
of 20 cents for car fares upon payment of 10 cents 
duty. The books ia question were two volumes of 
the series of art primers now being published in 
Paris under the patronage of the French Depart- 
ment of Fine Arts. It is true that the Assessor 
valued them at only 40 cents each, while their ac- 
tual value is 70 cents; but I have also ex- 
erienced cases of large over-assessment. 
Vhiie living in the country this Summer 
I received notice to apply at the New-York 
Post Office for a book which had come addressed 
to my New-York residence. When I called for it I 
asked the official in charge whether, if the case 
shouid repeat itself, the book could be forwarded 
through the mails to my eountry Post Office if 1 
should send an application to that effect. He was 
nnable to give me a positive answer, but was 
inclined to think that the Post Offlee would 
not undertake to forward such a parcel. If 
his opinion is well founded, while a jour- 
ney to New-York from Yonkers would cost 
less than $1, the matter might well be 
serious to a person living at a greater distance 
from New-York. Last year, during a stay in Cam- 
bridge, I received notice to apply at the Boston 
Custom-house fora book which had come for me 
through the Post Offiee, and upon calling for it it 
was handed to me with a memorandum that there 
was no duty to be coliected, as the book had been 
published more 20 years. Why in such a case, or, 
indeed, in any case where there is aay duty to be 
levied, the book cannot be delivered in the ordi- 
nary course of the mail delivery, and the duty, if 
any, collected in the same way that insufficient 
postage is paid, does not appear. lIread in Tue 
Tumes, [ think. a few days ago, that private per- 
sons pald no duties upon unbound books import- 
ed by mail. In my own case I find that duties are 
paid indifferently upon bound and unbound books. 
I vould give many instances similar to those.men- 
tioned above, but I have said enough to show the 
trouble and annoyance often entailed upon busy 
persons by the present machinery for the collee- 
tion of atax upon know!edee, which the United 
States enjoys the proud distinction of being the 
only country to levy THOMAS W. LUDLOW.

WEBSTER AND CHIEF-JUDGE 
CRANCH., 
To the Editor of the N York 
In a very interesting sketch of Daniel Web- 
ster’s life in Tuz Times of Sunday, written by Ben 
Perley Poore, I find the following, which in its 
erroneous statement and inthe name of a daughter 
of Judge Cranch I desire to correct: 


** Another interesting room at Marshfield was the 
dining-room, with its large sideboards covered 
with rare china and glassware, including a capa 
cious punch-bowl, Breakfust, in accordance with 
the Enygiish oustom, was served in a breakfast- 
room, which overlooked the ocean, and on the 
walls of which hung a series of spirited engravings 
representing the different phases of a fox-huat. 
The cook was a colored woruan named Monica Me- 
Carty, who was born and raised as the slave of 
Judge Cranch, of Washington. Mr. Webster pur- 
chased her freedom for 8600, with the underatand- 
ing that she was to work it out. He paid her her 
wages, however, without any reference to this in- 
debtedness, and us she recelyed many presents 
from the family and visitors, she had wheo Mr. 
Webster died about 82,000 in the savings bank.”’ 


Asa matter of fact, Judge Cranch never owned 
Monica McCarty, nor any woman slave, nor was 
any siave, man or woman, born and reared by him. 
Once in his life-time he paid $100 to prevent a slave 


known as ** Uncle Tom” from being sold and taken 
into Georgia frem the Distnmet of Columbia. He 
was bought in order to give him his freedom, and 
after tho purchase It was discovered that the law 
prevented the granting of free papers to any slave 
above the age of 50 years. Practically, however, 
Uncle Tem was always free, and free enough, and 
I may sav fool enough, at the age of 80 years to 
enter into marriage with a woman of the age of his 
grandchild, which made him so miserable that in 
time he was glad to escape from the wife into the 
family of Judge Cranch, where be always found 
friends and support, and where he died and re- 
ceived a decent Christian burial, 

As amatter of history also, Judge Cranch, almost 
in the vegans of the century, drew up a@ petition 
for the abolition of slavery in the District of Col- 
umbia, and would have pressed |t intoa law but 
for the fact that the States of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia had surrendered in equal parts their ‘10 
miles square,’’ which made the territory known as 
the District of Columbia. A free territory between 
two slaveholding States was deemed impracticable 
and impossible, and was resisted by the people in 
potn States. Judge Cranch was in principle, pur- 
pose, and education all his life opposed not only 
to the extension of slavery but to its existence 
if it could be avoided. He aied, however, long 
before the end came in the events of a civil war 
which made the South justly responsible for the 
ending of slavery, as the North, and New-Engiand 
in particular, were largely responsible for its be- 
ginning. Mr. Poore has been led into a mistake, 
which, in behalf of Mrs, Brooks, may I ask yeu to 
correct?

The situation in regard to the nominations 
for City and County offices in New-York 
seems to be about this: Tammany professes 
to be desirous of union among all the Demo- 
cratic factions on a City and County ticket, 
and seems willing to accept a respectable 
figure-head as the nominee for Mayor, 
pledged, among other things, to reappoint 
Mr. Nicuots as Police Commission- 
er. The County Democracy as an 
organization is evidently averse to union 
with Tammany, and exhibits perfect readi- 
ness to name such a man as Controller Camp- 
BELL to head the City ticket. . But the lead- 
ers, fearful of incurring the responsibility 
pf disturbing the merely nominal har- 
mony of the factions, have resolved 
to go .through the form of  con- 
ference in regard to the Mayoralty 
and other nominations. A citizens’ move- 
ment, headed by unexceptionable names 
and earnestly desirous of lifiting the Mayor- 
alty out of the slough of party politics, has 
committed itself to the support of Mr. Camp- 
BELL or of some man equally certain to ad- 
minister local affairs on business prin- 
ciples, and to bind himself by no 
pledges ‘to any set of political wire- 
pullers, : A valuable adjunct to this 
movement, which contemplates a general su- 
pervision over the character of all nominees 
for Municipal and Legislative office, may be 
found in a newly organized club of young 
men belonging to both political parties, and 
having the declared object of defeating the 
glection of such local candidates ‘‘ as are 
notoriously unfit to represent the interests 
of the City.” 
% a , 
‘Leaving out of sight the probable action 
pf the Republican City Convention, it is ob- 
vious that the prospects of securing a better 
class of men for Municipal and Legislative 
trusts than have recently held them are 
more than usually good. With or with- 
put the co-operation of the County De- 
mocracy an energetic and well-organized 
public movement for the election as Mayor 
of such a man as ALLAN CAMPBELL 
would be very likely to succeed. A Demo- 
cratic union on the basis of the demands of 
Tammany Hall could only be made at the 
cost of the support of the respectable 
‘glement of Democratic voters, and any 
attempt on the part of the Republi- 
can managers to play into the hands 
‘of Tammany by making a “straight” 
party nomination in presence of a generally 


approved citizens’ candidate would be re- 
sented with more than usual vigor, The 
main point, therefore, is to place in 
the field such a candidate for Mayor 
as will command the unhesitating sup- 
port of the great body of citizens, with- 
out distinction of party, and to support 
his cause by so thorough an organization as 
to meet the regular party workers on their 
own ground. Controller CamPBELt is not 
the only man who would be generally ac- 
cepted as the popular choice, but he fully 
represents the type of rigid honesty, resolute 
independence, and steadfast respect for pub- 


lic interests which the necessities of the time 
demand. 


Returns from Ohio have been carefully 
enough verified to show that the final result 
on Congressmen will be 14 Democrats and 
7 Republicans, being a Democratic gain of 
9. Two or three Republican Representa- 
tives have been elected by majorities 
so narrow as to render a contest prob- 
able, and there are as many Democrats 
in a similar position. The plurality already 
estimated on the State ticket is not materially 
changed by the latest returns. Among 
the most instructive comments on the 
Ohio election is that of Senator Cam- 
ERON, of Pennsylvania, who says that 
it has not shaken his faith in the 
success of BEAVER. Other statesmen of 
equally robust faith are disposed to think 
that the defeat in Ohio will have a sim- 
ilarly tonic influence on the Republicans 
of this State to that exerted by 
the Maine election of 1880. Such an 
inference might be correct were there any 
parallel between the State issues of to-day and 
the national issues of two years ago. Re- 
publican voters are a little tired of being 
eternally confronted with the bogy of a 
Presidential campaign,and their view of what 
is necessary to place the party in a position 
to appeal with success to the country 
in 1884 may differ very materially from that 
entertained by Mr. CAMERON in Pennsyl- 
vania and his sympathizers in this State. 
Republicans may elect to retire these gentle- 
men from positions of dictatorial leadership 
and yet believe they are doing the party 
service. 

There isa small Republican majority in 
the Sixth Congressional District of Mary- 
land which the Democrats propose to over- 
come by the nomination of MonrGomMERY 
Buatr. This historic personage has been 
nominated, and it is to be hoped that he 
will take the stump and write a few letters. 
As a speaker, Mr. Buarr is fluent, copious, 
and vituperative. But as a letter-writer he 
chiefly shines. There has been no political 
topic of ancient or modern date agitated 
during the last fifty years .that has not been 
elucidated in a letter by Mr. Monrcomery 
Buarr. His nomination for Congress is 
another token of the disturbance among the 
dry bones which has already resulted in the 
candidacy of ex-Senator W. W. Eaton, of 
Connecticut. The reappearance of these 
two estimable gentlemen is probably the 
Democratic response to a very general de- 
mand for young men in politics. 

THE TWO LIBERAL REFORMS. 

An astute politician gives it as his opinion 
that Ohio was lost by the machinations of 
the free traders and the civil service reform- 
ers, who ‘‘are free traders in disguise.”’ 
This is very far from being a complete ac- 
counting for the overwhelming defeat of 
Tuesday last, but there is this to be remarked 
about it, that the men who demand areform 
in the civil service are very apt to advocate a 
reform in the tariff as well. This is a fact 
which politicians of the astutest stamp would 
do much better to study and reflect upon 
than to sneer at. Whena voter gets to the 
point of voting against his party, or res- 
olutely refuses to vote with it because it 
does not satisfy his conscience on two im- 
portant matters of current legislation, he is 
not apt to be brought back to the ranks by 
abuse. And the fact that his difference with 
his party relates to two questions instead of 
one does not make it any easier to whip him 
in. 

There is, of course, no necessary logical 
connection between revenue reform and 
civil service reform, but there is, in the 
present circumstances of the country and of 
the Republican Party, much in each which 
makes it attractive to the advocates of the 
other. Both are liberal movements. The 
revenue reform seeks greater liberty for the 
tax-payer from the charges which eat into 
his daily gains or earnings; for the consum- 
erin the prices he must pay, and the mar- 
kets in which he may buy; for the manu- 
facturer as to the purchase of his raw 
material and machinery and the markets in 
which he may dispose of his wares, and, 
finally, for the laborer in the variety and ex- 
tent of the demand for his labor, now not- 
ably limited by the close monopolies created 
by the tariff legislation. The reform of the 
civil service seeks greater liberty for the 
subordinate oflicers of the Government 
from demands on their time, services, and 
salaries for political purposes, and from the 
humiliating subjection to which many of 
them are now held by the politicians 
who have got them their offices and 
can take them away. It seeks liberty 
for the higher executive officers of the Gov- 
ernment in the choice of the subordinates, 
that it may be made from any who shall be 
found best fitted, and not from the men who 
have the political backing at present re- 
quired. It seeks liberty for Congressmen, 
that they may be left free to attend to their 
legitimate business, and not worry them- 
selves with the appointments of Postmas- 
ters and department clerks. It seeks liberty 
for the President, that he may pay the neces- 
sary attention to the high functions intrusted 
to him, and not feel under any obligation to 
shape the politics of this or any other State. 
It pursues, finally, the aim of liberty for the 
whole body of voters throughout the coun- 
try, that they may form their own opinions 
in regard to men and measures and parties, 
and carry them out by the ordinary meth- 
ods of party organization without interfer- 
ence from place-holders or place-hunters. 

The bond of sympathy between the advo- 
cates of the two reforms which results from 
this common liberal tendency and purpose 
is very strong. It should be noted, too, 
that while, in this regard, both reforms are 
peculiarly in harmony with the spirit of our 
free institutions, and with the traditions 
which the American people have inherited 
from the generation that gave us the Con- 
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stitution, they are also specially attrac- 
tive to the young men of the 


country—to that large body of ac- 


tive, intelligent, enthusiastic young men 
who have come up since the war of the re- 
bellion, and who, while perfectly loyal to 


the spirit and results of the war, are not in- 
clined to shape their party action by the 
issues which sprang out of it and are now 
mostly settled. These are the voters who 
are to decide the Presidential election of 
1884, and more beyond; who are, to solve 
the problem of party purity; who are to 
settle the relations of monopolies and cor- 
porations to the people; who are to carry on 
the important and interesting experiments 
In municipal government which are being 
tried here and there all over the country. 
They are not in opposition, certainly not 
necessarily, to the older men of the com- 
munity, and are very ready to be led by these 
in the right direction. But they are very free 
trom the intense partisan feeling which was 
one of the natural consequences of the war. 
It does not cost them much of a pang to 
‘*scratch’”’ a ticket, or to ‘‘bolt’’ it, and if 
the provocation be strong enough, they are 
quite capable of enjoying getting up an in- 
dependent movement. ‘To men of this class 
the two reforms we have spoken of appeal 
with a great deal of force. The fact that 
the systems attacked are hoary with age 
does not make any special impression on 
their mind, and the argument that both 
are ‘‘necessary,’’ that “you must not 
try to do too much at once,’ that 
iat is -a ° sound rule to “let 
well enough alone,’’ seems very inadequate 
and even impertinent in their eyes. They 
feel conscious of an energy and independ- 
ence quite sufficient to carry on any proper 
amount of politics without the aid of paid 
office-holders, and their general share in the 
business of their country disinclines them 
to think that they are dependent on legal 
barriers to competition to manage their 
affairs with reasonable success. They are, 
in fact, very little amenable to discipline of 
the ordinary sort, or to the persuasion which 
the politician delights in. The stirring ap- 
peals or honeyed words of the platform ora- 
tor do not seriously affect them, and they 
persist in thinking and acting for them- 
selves. Since this is so, and since this class 
of voters are showing constantly more in- 
terest in the reform of the tariff ana of the 
civil service, the politicians must make their 
account with them in something more sub- 
stantial than words. 


GREENBACKERS 1N TROUBLE. 

The Greenbackers of South Carolina are 
making acanvass under many difficulties. 
In the first place, there does not appear to be 
any great popular interest in the financial 
questions of the day; and, if there were, the 
greenback has nearly disappeared 
from the politics of the country. It would 
be almost as pertinent now to discuss the re- 
sumption of specie payments as to make an 
issue of the proposition to print unlimited 
greenbacks for circulation. There is no good 
reason why the word ‘‘ greenback” should 
be dropped from the title of the party that has 
nominated Gen. BuTLERin Massachusetts and 
be retained in South Carolina. In the next 
place, there is in South Carolina an invinci- 
ble objection, on the part of the politicians 
now in power, to the growth of any other 
political organization. Itis very true that 
this prejudice is not confined to the Democ- 
racy of South Carolina. But in that 
State the hostility to other parties assumes 
a@ more violent attitude and a harsher ex- 
pression. It seems impossible for the gen- 
tlemen who compose what is known as 
‘*the Bourbon Democracy” to admit that 
any other political organization hasa right 
to exist. And this makes it difficult for the 
South Carolina Greenbackers to make 
much headway.

The Greenbackers called a 
‘‘erand rally in Abbeville, 8. C., for 
the 5th and 6th of October. The preju- 
dices of the Democrats who control public 
opinion in that region, were arrayed against 
the Greenbackers, and against their holding 
any meetings. It was thought that such 
meetings could do no good. They were incen- 
diary in their tendency, because the speakers 
were very apt to counsel the poor, ignorant 
negroes to yote against the regular Democ- 
racy; and anything that is destructive of the 
prosperity of the regular Democracy, as a 
matter of course, is revolutionary and mis- 
chievous. Accordingly, under some pres- 
sure, the Greenbackers were induced to can- 
cel their engagements in Abbeville, and the 
old town maintained its usual aspect of dull- 
ness. As the Greenbackers have not yet 
made any explanation of their failure to 
preach their pestilent and heretical doctrines 
in Abbeville, we turn to the columns of the 
Democratic newspapers for light. An Abbe- 
ville correspondent of the Charleston News 
and Courier, the acknowledged organ of 
that variety of Democracy known as Bour- 
bon, has this account of theaffair. Speak- 
ing of the non-appearance of the Green- 
backers, he says: ‘“‘I take it that 
they saw no chance for doing any- 
thing in this county, or else were not 
willing to divide time and let the colored 
people hear both sides of the question.” It 
should be explained that the Democrats of 
South Carolina do not, asa rule, hold politi- 
cal meetings; there is no reasonable excuse 
for the trouble and expense. But when any 
other party has the temerity to advertise a 
meeting, the Democrats muster in great force 
and insist on ‘‘dividing time,’’ the Demo- 
crats taking the lion’s share of the time so 
divided. When the other side refuse this 
demand, the Democrats very properly pro- 
hibit the meeting. What right has any party 
to call together a public assemblage unless it 
be for purposes of general debate and joint 
discussien ? 

In order to show that the Democrats of 
Abbeville fully appreciated the extent of 
the injustice sought to be perpetrated upon 
them, we quote further from the ingenuous 
correspondent of the News and Courier, who 
says: ‘‘The County Chairman had ordered 
a rally of Red-shirts here on the 5th, and, 
in case of a refusal to divide time, the 
Democrats would have quietly held a meet- 
ing of their own. "When it was discovered 
that the Greenbackers were not coming, 
the orders for the Red-skirts were counter- 
manded.’’ The red-shirted gentlemen here 
alluded to, it is well-known, are the

stanch and trustworthy defenders of the 


South Carolina Democracy. They are very

1s, “‘If any sheep attempts to bite, shoot 
him on the spot.’’ Anda great many raven- 
ing and blood-thirsty sheep have been shot 
by the Red-shirts. Soit appears from the 


local and sympathetic correspondent of the 
Democratic organ that when the Democrats 
of Abbeville heard that the Greenbackers 
were coming to town, they ordered a 
meeting of their own, ‘although they 
had not previously intended to hold 
one. They proposed to insist upon a 
dividing of time with the Greenbackers, and 
a rally of the Red-shirts was called in order 
that this demand might be enforced. Possi- 
bly the cowardly Greenbackers heard of 
the reception prepared for them and there- 
fore abandoned their advertised demonstra- 
tion. ‘Then, according to the correspendent 
from whom we have quoted, there being no 
occasion for a Democratic meeting (since 
the Greenbackers were not coming) and 
none for the Red-shirts, (since the Green- 
backers had shown the white feather,) the 
orders for the rally were countermanded and 
the painful necessity for killing somebody 
was avoided. 


This is a very plain and simple story. 
We have told it precisely as we find it in 
the columns of that exceilent and trust- 
worthy Democratic authority, the Charles- 
ton News and Courter. It is very likely 
that, if we could get at the account given by 
the Greenbackers, we should be nauseated 
by a sensational catalogue of the terrorism, 
threats, and violence employed to keep them 
away from Abbeville. The naked truth, of 
course, we find in the dispassionate news- 
paper above referred to. And if any weak 
sentimentalist complains that this per- 
formance at Abbeville is a denial of that 
freedom of speech which is said to be a part 
of the freeman’s birthright, we reply that 
it is the generul practice in the South, and 
especially in South Carolina. It is not in- 
tended that there shall be more than one 
party in that region of the country. Is not 
one party enough for any reasonable people? 
Why should the Democracy ‘‘ divide time’’ 
in the matter of office-holding? And if 
Greenbackers, or any other presumptuous 
politicians, insist on their alleged right to be 
heard, there are the Red-shirts and the Rifle 
Brigades who will see that order is preserved 
in South Carolina. 


STEWING IN THEIR OWN JUICE. 

Mr. Lronarp H. Courtney says that 
England will allow the Egyptians to ‘‘ stew 
in their own juice.’’ Hitherto the English 
bondholders, through the Government with 
which Mr. Courtney is associated as Joint 
Secretary to the Treasury, have caused them 
to fry in their own fat. But Mr. CourTNEY 
says it was not for the bondholders that 
England undertook the war. There 
two opinions about that, but as averments 
about the inscrutable workings of the Min- 
isterial mind are not susceptible of proof, it 
may be admitted that, when it came to the 
question of powder and ball, more potent 
considerations, notably that hot, fierce, 
and glorious desire to hew down, 
slay, and conquer men which is 
never quite extinct in the bosom of even 
the meekest and most peaceful man, and is 
a marked characteristic of the warlike Briton, 
held sway and dwarfed all other motives. 
Back of all that, however, lie several years of 
official and unofficial bullying and trucu- 
lence, solely and avowedly in behalf of the 
2,000 holders of Egyptian bonds. From 
the beginning of the year 1878 her Majes- 
ty’s Government, through its Consul-Gen- 
eral in Egypt, officially engaged in the work 
of ‘‘ pressing these just claims,”’ claims rep- 
resenting the usurious interest on loans ag- 
gregating £90,000,000, half of which Egypt 
never received. It was this ‘“ pressure’’ 
which caused the friction between the Eu- 
ropeans and the Egyptians and led directly 
to the war.

It is a healthy sign to see English Liberals 
denying that it was Shylock’s war. Mis- 
statement or self-deception, such as Mr. 
Courtney, Mr. GLADSTONE, and others are 
indulging in, is better than the shameless 
confession of such an infamy. But 
discussion of the causes of the  as- 
sault upon Egypt are now without 
profit save from the ethical stand-point. 
The problems of the present and England’s 
way of solving them are more interesting 
themes. Mr. CourtNery’s utterances in re- 
spect to them are reassuring, and his con- 
nection with the Ministry gives them a title 
to attention. Egypt, he said, must eventu- 
ally become ‘‘independent of foreign con- 
trol,” and it is the policy of England to 
‘‘detach Egypt from the Sultan, to look 
after the Suez Canal, and to allow the Egyp- 
tians to stew in their own juice, and in so 
acting, warn the Khédive that his future po- 
sition depended upon his management of 
affairs.’”’ It is now reasonably certain 
that the plundering Joint Control 
will not be re-established. Next to 
the Control, the annual payment of 
tribute to the Sultan was the heaviest bur- 
den Egypt had to bear. This payment of 
£720,000 a year was the only thing that 
maintained the flimsy fiction of Turkish 
suzerainty. In the late war the Sultan 
sent no troops toEgypt. Heneither defend- 
ed the Khédive against Arasr nor the land 
against its English invaders. From the mo- 
ment when Sir GARNET WOLSELEY assumed 
the functions of Chief of Police in Egypt 
the Sultan was dispossessed, and as no Turk 
will ever have the temerity to meddle with 
the Khédive while he is under England’s 
wing, it would be throwing money away to 
continue the payment of the tribute. 

What Mr. Courtney has to say about the 
Suez Canal is too vague to be intelligible. 
The Government has not yet made up its 
mind what to do with this question, so it 
announces that it will ‘‘look after’’ the 
canal. This may mean mucl#or little, an 
English protectorate, or an invitation to the 
powers to join ina European guarantee of 
neutrality and unrestricted navigation. In 
current discussion of the subject in England 
the object of the English policy is said to be 
to make the canal an arm of the sea 
like the Straits of Gibraltar, free at all 
times to the ships of all nations. The 
Fall Mall Gazette proposes the additional 
guarantee that the canal and its approaches 
for three miles at each end shall ‘‘be ex- 
empt from all military or naval operations.” 
England having once played the burglar, to 
her manifest advantage, warns her neigh- 
bors that no further marauding will be 


allowed. But the native horse sense of the 
Briton asserts itself at the close of the 
Pall Mall Gazette’s article in this wise: 


‘* As the first naval power, she [England] 
can seize the canal when she pleases, and 
this fact constitutes her the real but informal 


guardian of the freedom of the canal. Nor 


is there any reason to fear that any interna- 
tional arrangement that may be come to will 
in the least impair her freedom of action in 
that respect. The power that is sovereign 
of the seas is necessarily by her position the 
real custodian of the canal.’’ International 


arrangements, of whatever kind, will be as 
cobwebs before England’s war ships, so it 
makes very little difference in what manner 
she ‘‘ looks after’ the canal. 


The Liberal Club at Torpoint may be 
guileless enough to believe that the Joint 
Secretary to the ‘Treasury represented 
the sentiments and intentions of her Majes- 
ty’s Government when he said that the Khé- 
dive would be left pretty much to his own de- 
vices and Egypt to itself. The wiser world 
outside of Torpoint knows England too well 
to swallow this fine talk. TrwrrxK is not 
the kind of a ruler whom England would 
trust. She knows him to be a mere autom- 
aton, a Khédive whom she must wind up 
every morning in order that he may run till 
night. Besides, the Queen’s own marines, 
gallant tars that they are, would never credit 
the yarn about making Egypt independent of 
foreign control, even if their august sovereign 
should tell them so herself. Worse things 
than English rule might befall the land of 
the Nile, however. Better a British than 
a Turkish suzerain. If the land and the 
people become hers, England will not strip 
the one and whip the other to raise money 
for the Shylocks. The proposal to saddle 
the cost of the war on Egypt is less wicked 
than it seems. The money will simply come 
out of the bondholders. A new debt of £50,- 
000,000 in addition to the present burden of 
£160,000,000 will bankrupt the country and 
lead to some sort of compromise with the 
creditors—repudiation, in fact. If such a 
‘*readjustment”’ should be undertaken with 
the sanction of the Government, the bond- 
holders would not make serious objection. 
They would really have no just cause for 
complaint until the scaling down process had 
diminished the debt by half. 


THE HUBBARDIAN METHOD. 


One L. P. Husparp, of whose reality 
there is no reason to doubt, although he 
would have seemed more probable had he 
not represented himself as a philanthropist 
doing business in Wall-street, has published 
a suggestive little tract, showing how he 
made an independent fortune by not smok- 
ing tobacco. Fifty years ago Mr. HUBBARD 
gave up smoking. At that time he was in 
the habit of spending $136 50 per annum 
for cigars, for which sum he was able to 
buy six good imported cigars daily. With 
cigars at that price, it does seem as.if a 
really conscientious man would have im- 
proved his privileges by smoking more than 
six per diem, but Mr. Hupsparp was in haste 
to grow rich, and resolved that he would 
Jead a smokeless life. The money which he 
saved by not smoking amounted in the 
course of fifty years to $55,340 32. This 
may seem incredible, but no human being 
can foresee to what enormous dimensions a 
sum of money will grow when it is sub- 
jected to the stimulating influence of com- 
pound interest; and the long lines of figures 
by which Mr. Hvusparp proves that an in- 
come of $136 50 per annum can be con- 
verted, with the help of compound interest, 
anto $55,340 32 are sufficiently imposing to 
convince any one of their truth. 

With this last mentioned sum of money 
Mr. Hvussparp might have bought 886,085 
cigars. He deliberately refused to do this, 
and exchanged all the possible advantages 
of 886,085 cigars for mere worldly wealth. 
What has he done with his $55,340 32? Ac- 
cording to his own confession, he has spent 
it in houses and lands and in educating a 
collection of children? Probably his con- 
science is so blunted by the pursuit of 
wealth that he feels quite satisfied with 
what he has done. There may, however, 
come a time when he will ask himself if he 
has done wisely, and will mourn as one who 
cannot be comforted over the 886,085 cigars 
that he has virtually thrown away. 


The assertion that vast sums of money 
can be made by not smoking probably con- 
tains some grains of truth, but hundreds of 
men anxious above all thing to earn a living 
without work have tried to growrich by 
not smoking and have lamentably failed. 
There are tramps now setting on the Park 
benches who have never smoked a single 
cigar, but who, so far from receiving an an- 
nual income of $136 50, with its miracu- 
lous increase at compound interest, can 
ruthfully say that not smoking has never 
brought them a single cent. 

Mr. Huspsarp’s view of the matter seems 
to be, not that mere abstinence from smoking 
furnishes a man with a comfortable income, 
but that the man who avoids spending 
money for cigars will necessarily be richer 
at theend of a year by precisely the sum 
which he has not spent for cigars. This is 
plausible, but it does not stand the test of 
experience. It has lured many credulous 
men to bankruptcy, and if Mr. Husparp 
actually made a fortune by not smoking, he 
is an exceptional man. ‘The history of Mr. 
A. B. is the history of hundreds of 
‘avaricious young men. He was in the 
habit of spending $500 per annum 
for cigars, and he resolved to stop 
smoking and save the $500. At the end of 
the year he had spent no money for tobacco, 
but to his surprise he could not find in his 
pocket or elsewhere the $500 which, ac- 
cording to the Hubbardian theory, he ought 
to have saved. Determined to have some- 
thing to show for his abstinence from tobac- 
co, he borrowed $500 from a friend and put 
it in the savings bank. When three months 
later the bank burst, Mr. A. B. returned to 
his cigars and used language in regard to 
the inventor of the Hubbardian method of 
getting rich which it would be improper to 
repeat in these columns. 

In contrast with the conduct of which 
Mr. Hussarp openly boasts, itis pleasant 
to recall the intelligent and admirable course 
pursued by Mr. C. D., a gentleman whose 
dislike of notoriety forbids the mention of 
the fact that his real name is Extras D. 
CHANDLER. Thirty years ago Mr. C. D. 
was in the confirmed habit of spending ten 
dollars every week in the education of his 
only son. besides fifty cents which he sveat 


every Sunday in the riotous cause of mis- 
sions. He resolved to save this money and 
grow rich, so that he could smoke good 
cigars and contribute liberally to the 
support of deserving men. The first 
year he saved $546, which sum, 
placed at compound interest, amounted 
at the end of thirty years to $27,938,615. 
With this sum he was able to live in great 


comfort, especially as his wife had died of 
prolonged deprivation of bonnets and his son 


was liberally provided for by the State ma 


well-known Sing Sing asylum for ignorant 
youth. Mr. C. D. imported the very finest 
cigars from Havana at the price of $1,000 
per hundred, and smoked twenty of them 
daily, while, being tireless in the cause of 
benevolence, he simultaneously contributed 
to the support of several estimable wine- 
dealers, and did his very best to improve the 
American breed of horses by frequenting the 
race-track. He lived to a good old age, and 
was accustomed to urge young men to give 
up the expensive and demoralizing habit of 
educating their families and giving money 
to charitable objects, assuring them that by 
so doing they would finally become rich and 
be in a position to smoke unlimited and 
costly cigars. What does Mr. Huspparp 
say to this suggestive story? Can he com- 
pare his conduct with that of Mr. C. D., 
and then conscientiously say that he has 
done well to accumulate houses and lands 
and children which perish with the using, 
rather than to spend his $55,340 32 in cigars? 





It seems to be the received opinion of the 
cotton manufacturers of the Northern States that 
the so-called cotton frauds will not be repeated to 
any great extent during the coming year. There 
has been no time since the war, and none that can 
be remembered before that period, when the prac- 
tice of adulterating cotton sold in the bale has 
been so generally adopted as during the cotton 
year which closed on the ist of last September. 
The manufacturers who use this material found 
their waste account advancing from 10 or 12 per 
cent. to 20 or 30 per cent. One mill-owner in 
New-England was surprised to find that a 
test bale of cotton weighed, after passing 
through the picker, 60 per cent. less than 
it did before the bale was unstrapped. Of late 
years our Northern manufacturers have bought 
very largely of responsible dealers in the principal 
Southern cities, these latter, for a payment aver- 
aging about one dollar per bale, guaranteeing the 
quality of the goods sold. The Southern cotton 
merchants have, in consequence of the frauds in 
the cotton sold by them, lost very heavily, espe- 
cially so as from the customary terms of their pur- 
chases they have not heen able to make reclama- 
tion claims against those from whom they in turn 
bought the cotton. In a number of cases these 
Southern dealers have been compelled to an- 
pounce their financial inability to make 
good the loss their customers have asuf- 
fered, though it speaks not a _iittle 
to the credit of the Seuthern houses that those un- 
able to pay have stated that they consider the ob- 
ligation a debt to be liquidated at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The frauds practiced must in most 
cases have been due tothe ginners of the cotton. 
The common method at the South is to allow the 
man who gins the cotton a fraction of the sotton 
worked and packed by him. Of late there has been 
great competition in this business, and in order to 
induce planters to patronize them, the owners of 
cotton gins have reduced their scale of charges. 
But the losses they have made in one direction 
they have attempted to make good in another. 
They have apparently returned to the planter his 
full weight of cotton, with only a small deduction 
for their services, but the weight, in the planter’s 
bale, has been found to be produced by liberally 
wetting the cotton or by inserting in the centre of 
the bale stones, gravel, and other foreign sub- 
stances. There are severe laws in most of the 
Southern States against frauds of this character, 
and in consequence of the injurious effect upon the 
trade which last year’s fraudulent practices caused, 
these laws will be sternly enforced by planters and 
dealers at the South whenever an opportunity pre- 
sents itself.

At the late sanitary congress held in New- 
castle, England, Dr. ALrreD CARPENTER in- 
veighed against modern dress. The work of a 
sanitary institute, it was held by Dr. CARPENTER, 
should include not the house alone and its sur- 
roundings, but the attire of the men, women, and 
children who lived init. What principally attract- 
ed the ire of the Doctor was the stiff silk hat, the 
‘‘ehimney pot.” This was declared to be one of 
the most idiotic of all human instrumerts of tor- 
ture. In England, a hard round hat is the pre- 
scribed head-dress for many lads. Young gen- 
tlemen of that aristocratic character who may 
have walked in selemn procession from Dr. Biim- 
ber’s school had to wear such hats or lose all 
social position. A boy sans a shiny hard hat 
would be a snob ora vyuilgarian. ‘The custom 
and fashion,” said Dr. Carpenter, “ might be un- 
healthy, bat the votaries did not know it.” 
Schools ruled that boys’ brains should be bound in 
fron, and fashion ignored the teachings of com- 
mon sense. But as to shoes, foot coverings were 
worse than those used for the head. One-half of 
the population in the civilized world did not 
walk on natural feet. As a child grew, 
its limbs taking on bulk, fashion dictated 
that the feet should not increase in pro- 
portion to the rest of the body. If we 
did not exactly imitate Chinese fashions with 
women’s feet, wo did something equally stupid. 
We did our best to waste the muscles and distort 
the pedal bones; we tried all we could to hamper 
the naturalaction of theankle. A greater abomina- 
tion than a high-heeled’ or a pointed-toe shoe Dr. 
CARPENTER could not imagine. A ‘* queen ef society” 
who could not stand nor keep her balance this 
presuming doctor apostrophized as “a person of 
very weak intellect.’’ It was a source of dyspepsia 
and consumption. A woman who could not walk 
must be more subject to disease than one who 
could walk. We did, too, all we could to thwart 
nature by applying ligatures to the wrong parts of 
the body. “The good sense ef the English nation,” 
said Dr. CARPENTER, ‘* was abolishing at least stays 
from the list of articles which young girls wore, 
but they were sadly too much used even now.” 
Then the clothing of infants was discussed. In 
Summer fond mothers dressed their babies too 
scantily, and in Winter too much. Fine lace looked 
prettier when in contrast with infantile nudity in 
hot weather, whereas in Winter sumptuous effects 
could be produced upon a baby if it could be over- 
loaded with velvet and plush. How fardid this 
presumptuous doctor go? ‘* Why,” he said, with 
mingled regret and despair, “if Parliament 
were to make a rule that imprisonment should fol- 
low the man who wore a chimney pot, the 
prisons in the whole country would be insuffieient 
to contain those who would suffer martyrdom 
sooner than give up its use.”

The question how longit is since the bar- 
barous practice of keel-hauling was one of the pun- 
ishments inflicted in the British Navy is agitating 
naval circles in London. Whether it is only one 
hundred years since a British sailor was put to 
death in this cruel way, or whether two centuries 
have elapsed, the authorities are unable to deter- 
mine. None of the disputants have thus far denied, 
however, that keel-hauling was at one time prac- 
ticed in the English Navy. As late as CHARLES 
I.’s time, Sir Wiruram Monson said that “a 
Captain may duck offenders at the yard- 
arm, or haul them frem yard-arm_ to 
yard-arm under the ship’s keel,” but the pun- 
ishment probably has not been recognized since 
the Restoration, and there are no very authentic 
records of its ever having been inflicted to such an 
extent as to cause the death of the offender. Ir- 
regular punishments were frequent in the British 
Wavy until comparatively recent times, and during 
the last century an angry Captain might have put 
almost any punishment upon one of his subordi- 
nates without there ever being much said about it, 
unless, indeed, the unfortunate happened tv have 
influential friends. Keel-hauling as once practiced 
by the British was no doubt a much milder opera- 
tion than it is at present among the bloodthirsty 
Egyptians. Even Sir Witt1Am Monson classes the 
“bauling under the shin’s keel’ as lesa than 


“making offenders fast to the capstan and 
whipping them there” or “hanging weights 
about their necks till their heart and back be 
Teady to break.”? Any of these punishments seem 
to the mere landsman to be sufficientiy severe. The 
tendency of British rule is toward clemency, at 
present, and, under the influence of his powerful 
visitors, the Khédive has forbidden the infliction of 
this ghastly punishment. The harrowing descrip- 
tions of the suffering of the offenders, while under- 
going the ordeal, must be taken with some allows 
ance, and it is highly probable that death in this 
form is not quite so terrible as it has been made 
out, for the English newspaper correspondents 
described it as they saw it from a considerable dis- 
tance, the deck of a neighboring vessel, and their 
accounts wero written after they had been most 


decidedly snubbed by the commander of the vessel 
on which the keel-hauling was dcne. 


“Tt is easier to purchase a Minnesota prairie 
chicken in New-York than it is in Winona,” says a 
newspaper published in that lively part of the 
country, “‘and the reason why is easily told; it 
affords a better profit to sell them there than here.”” 
Chicago is said to be the greatest game-colleocting 
city in the world. But the game is not eaten there. 
It is sent on to New-York, where people are able 
and willing to pay higher prices for it than can be 
obtained in the West. The principal sources of the 
game supply are the States of Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, lowa, Minnesota, and Missouri. Chicago game 
commission merchants hire men by the year to fol- 
low the game in the various States in its season. 
They go in parties of five or six, provided with all 
the comforts and luxuries of camp life. They have 
the best trained dogs and the latest and most 
effective guns and ammunition. In the western 
counties of Minnesota and the eastern part of 
Dakota several of these parties are now closing 
their campaign against the prairie chickens, and 
will soon begin upon ducks and geese, which begin 
to fly about the middle of October. Each party 
has its team, tent, and supplies, and camps wher- 
ever convenient, in a new place every night. 
The game taken during the day is drawn, wiped 
dry, stuffed with sweet prairie hay, carefully 
packed, and shipped by express from the nearest 
station every morning. Earlier in the present sea- 
son each party of five averaged about fifteen dezen 
birds a day, or thirty-six birds foreach man. At 
this time of year half of that number is considered 
a satisfactory day’s work. The birds are now col- 
lecting into flocks’and are very wild. These hunt- 
ers, however, are experts in the business, rarely 
missing a bird that rises within any reasonable dis- 
tanee. One Iowa man last season killed over 3,000 
prairie chickens, and the other members of his 
party averaged nearly as many. The men are well 
informed as to the quantity and whereabouts of all 
kinds of game, as well as of the laws of the States 
and Territories in which they hunt, and they have 
their routes and work thoroughly systematized. 
From the comparatively small number of young 
chickens obtained this Fall the hunters have con- 
cluded that the eggs or young birds were destroyed 
in large numbers by vermin. More than half the 
birds shot this Fall have been old chickens. The 
hunters predict alarge flight of water fowl this 
Fall because all the nesting streams were high 
in the Spring. This forced the old birds 
to nest upon nigh ground, and no nests or young 
birds were destroyed Dy subsequent freshets. The 
sloughs and streams are reported already well filled 
with the smaller varieties of ducks, but cold weather 
is needed to put them in motion. Throughout the 
remainder of October and the whole of November 
ducks, geese, and brant will receive almost the ex« 
clusive attention of these hunters. Prairie chick- 
ens are more in demand than; ducks, but ara 
scarcer. With the close of duck shooting the hunt- 
ers go to Northern Minnesota, Wisconsin, and 
Michigan to shoot deerand bear. A few grouse 
and pheasants are obtained in the North-west, but 
most of these, as well as the quail, come from Mis- 
souri and Southern Iowa, where they are still pien- 
tiful. Nine-tenths of all the game killed in the 
United States goes to Chicago. From there most 
of it comes on to New-York, and part of it goes 
hence all over the world. It is examined, dried, 
frozen, and repacked. The prices paid in New- 
York and in Europe warrant all the pains taken 
and expense incurred by the shippers.

Estimates of the damage done at Alexan- 
dria during and after the bombardment vary 
widely.

He was rid- 
ing an unfamiliar horse at the Bois on a Sunday 
morning, and the beast broke forth into a wild gal- 
lop which he was unable to control. Finallv he 
lost his seat and was thrown upon the turf witha 
fractured wrist. His physician has advised com- 
plete rest. 


An effigy of Arabi has been publicly burned 
at Holywood, in the north of Ireland. It was an 
elaborate and costly effigy. Kid gloves, a watch- 
chain, and a medal were among its ornaments. In 
the midst of a large crowd it was strung up from 
the platform of a wagon to the cross-trees of a 
May-pole, where it was allowed to remain about 20 
minutes. Being then taken down it was placed 
upon the top of atar-barrel and set fire to amid 
what is described as “ great merriment.” 


The Alps have been crossed by bycicle riders 
on their bicycles, which must have been great feats, 
since going up hill is the severest work, save per- 
haps going through sand, that the rider encounters. 
Very recently an attempt to cross was made, but 
it does not appear to have beer entirely successful. 
It has, however, brought out a letter from a Mr. 
Brown, who says he crossed twice in 1878, once by 
the Brenner to Venice, and again by the Gothard 
in his return to London. He has never heard of an 
earlier trip than his, but thinks it not unlikely that 
there have been earlier ones. 


The wife of the Tichborne claimant has be- 
come an inmate of a work-house near Southamp- 
ton. She persists in calling herself ‘*Lady Tich- 
borue.”* Sinee her husband’s conviction she has 
given birth to three children, and declines to 
give any information as to their paternity. Her 
chief means of support since the conviction have 
been derived from a fund raised by the claim- 
ant’s sympathizers. On the birth of her third 
illegitimate child recently her benefactors with- 
drew their support, and this compelled her to 
seek refuge in the work-house, 


The frequent changes that have been made 
in the name of the gentleman now known as 
Mr. W. Burdett Coutts nave caused annoyances 
and troubles that do not easily terminate. He 
recently came very near losing his vote as a 
freeman of the city of London. One of the changes 
in his name was made since he took up the free- 
dom, and on that ground his vote was objected to. 
Mr. Burdett Coutts is a member of both the 
Vintners’ and the Turners’ Company. The clerk 
of the former happened to be present and able to 
give proof of his identity, but there was ne one 
present from the latter, and his name according- 
ly was struck off the list. 


The corner-stone of a block of new build- 
ings for the enlargement of the British Museum 
has just been laid by the Principal Librarian, Mr. 
Bond, the fund for them having been bequeathed, 
in reversion, by Mr. William White, who died in 
1823. The bequest fell in early in the year 1879. It 
amounted to £63,941, or £57,572 after the payment 
of the legacy duty. About £11,000 of this sum has 
already been expended in the erection of a new 
gallery for Greek sculptures between the Elgin and 
Assyrian galleries. Mr. White’s terms, in making 
the bequest, were these: ‘The money and prop- 
erty so bequeathed to the British Museum I wish 
to be employed in building or improving upon the 
said institution, and that round the frieze of some 
part of such building, or, if this money is other- 
wise employed, then over or upon that which has 
so employed it, the words ‘ Gulielmus White Arm. 
Britanniz dicavit 18—’ be carved, or words to that 
import. It isa little vanity ef no harm, and may 
tempt others to follow my example in thinking 
more of the nation and less of themselves.”’

AMUSEMENTS. 
CHICKERING HALL. 

Mr. Edmund Neupert, who has been no- 
ticed as an eminent Norwegian pianist and com- 
poser, made his début last night in the presence of 
moderate numbers and extraordinary enthusiasm. 
The latter element found expression in the form of 
a serenade at the conclusion of the concert by the 
Scandinavian Musicai Society. Mr. Neupert. des- 
vite his somewhat unfortunate surroundings, is 
»vidently an artist. He knows how to play upon 
the piano. He does not exhibit the over- 
yvowering magnificence of Rubinstein, the cold, 
nathematical accuracy of Von Biilow, or the 
jelicacy and fascination of Joseffy, but his tech- 
nique is good, and his position is assured after 
this first performance by reason of a certain di- 
rectness and musical honesty which must com- 
mend him toevery one of artistic taste. His pro- 
yramme was badly arranged last night. For his 
irst number he played Liszt’s “Fantasie on 
UL Africaine.” It is not an interesting work, but in 
Mr. Neupert’s hands was invested with an attrac- 
tion due solely to the performer, who was several 
times recalled, and kindly consented to play a sec- 
ond time. The other works were a larghetto by 
Henselt, a pleasing little etude by the pianist, 
both of which were heartily encored, and Greig’s 
concerto in A minor, which has been heard before 
at the hands of other pianists. Mr. Neupert may 
be justiy said tohave scored a success last night 
and to have answered the claim made for him. 
The assisting artists were Miss Minnie Ewan, who 
\s pleasantly amateurish; Mr. Hasselbrink, a violin- 
st ef decided ability, as was made manifest, 
and a Mr. Hansen, who sang some songs for 
baritone voice with a good deal of pretension, 
which was not justified either in the quality of 
his voice or his skill as an artist. Mr. Duicken was 
the accompanist and conductor, and was, as usual, 
entirely equal to his task. Mr. Neupert’s second 
coneert will be given on Saturday afternoon at 
Chickering Hall, when the Greig coneerto will be 
repeated. Though there was something of cold- 
ness in his reception, this gentleman, who is evi- 
dently an experienced pianist, gave much pleasure 
to all who listened to him, andis an artist who

CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS.

MAYOR LOW’S ACTS APPROVED AND THE NA- 

TIONAL ADMINISTRATION CONDEMNED. 

The Brooklyn Civil Service Reform Assocta- 
tion met in the Directors’ room, in the Art Build- 
ing, in Brooklyn, last night. The President, Fred- 
eric Cromwell, presided, and among those present 
were Edwin Packard, President of the Republican 
General Committee of Kings County; Thomas H. 
Rodman, City Treasurer Fleeman, Thomas G. 
Shearman, W. E. Osborn, William Potts, H. W. 
Maxwell, A. T. White, W. C. Creamer, W. G. Low, 
W. Sayer Srow, Dr. Thayer, R. H. Manning, B. 'T. 
Frothiugham, Richard Lacey, A. Forman, Benja- 
min Estes, Dr. Harcourt. The President addressed 
the meeting at some length in relation to the work 
of the association and the condition of affairs in 
Brooklyn. He spoke of the abuse of political 
patronage in the country and in the State, and 
warmly commend®@d the course pursued by Mayor 
Low. He said that for nine months Brooklyn had 
had, in the overations of its city Government, the 
endeavor to establish an honest and efficient civil 
service. He thought that any new observer would 
be surprised at the change brought about by the 
present municipal administration in the spirit 
which animates the city’s employes. Now for the 
first time, he said, the employes’ services are being 
appreciated for what they are worth to the city 
which pays them. Mr. Cromwell remarked: *‘* As 
an association for the reform of the civil service, 
we owe a debt of gratitude to the Mayor of Brook- 
lyn. While we, of necessity, have been waiting, 
and, as far as possible, working, in the outer court 
he has entered the temple and overthrown the 
images.”’ 

Referring to the alleged misuse of patronage by 
the Administration, the speaker said that it was 
only natural to expect that he who succeeded 
to the office of President Garfield would strive to 
check the system which created the assassin. It 
remained to be said, however, that what was 
thought to be natural and a duty was looked for in 
vain. ‘*Underthe new system,” said Mr. Crom- 
well, ““we have seen an abuse of patronage 
which promises to be ruinous to those who have 
employed it. It isa strange coincidence that one 
of the most flagrant of its offenses should have 
come in this city of Brooklyn, when in our mu- 
nicipal affairs so considerable a reform in the 
service had been brought about. It was in July 
Jast that the Administration began its campaign 
in this State; it was in July that Mr. Folger re- 
moved the faithful and efficient Superintendent of 
Repairs of Public Buildings and appointed Mr. 
Dady in his stead. It is a fact that Mr. Dady 
knew nothing about architecture or the con- 


struction of buildings: he was not ex- 
pected to know anything of them. The 
duty assigned to him when he _ became 


an employe of the Government was to serve, not 
the people who paid him, but Mr. Folger, who ap- 
pointed him. Mr. Michael J. Dady became Super- 
intendent of Repairs of the Administration party 
in Brooklyn. It should not surprise Mr. Folger 
that the issue of his struggle was tainted with 
fraud, when its beginning was in the abuse of 
power intrusted to him solely for the public ser- 
vice. Itis folly forthe Administration to pretend 
that Mr. Dady and his allies have ever repre- 
sented the people of this city; they have simply 
represented the mighty grasp of patronage.”’ 

A report from a special committee appointed to 
prepare forms of questions to candidates was sub- 
mitted by Mr. Maxwell and embraced two circu- 
lars, addressed respectively to candidates for mem- 
bers of Congress and representatives in the State 
Legislature. The circular to be sent to candidates 
for members of the State Legislature begins by 
saying that both of the great parties have declared 
in their platforms for a thorough reform in the 
civil service, and asks the candidate whether, if 
elected, he will vote for a resolution expressing 
the hope that Congress will enact a bill establish- 
ing the merit system of appointment, with com- 
petitive examinations, probation, and promotion 
for merit; also whether he is in favor of establish- 
ing, by law, a similar reform in the civil service of 
the State touching appointments and prohibiting 
party assessments. This circular calls the atten- 
tion of candidates to the maltreatment, cruelty, 
and wrong to which children, paupers, the sick, 
the disabied, the insane, and criminals are sub- 
jected through the ignuorapce and inefiiciency 
of femployes appointed by political favor, 
and not from their fitness for the work, and 
asks whether the candidate, if elected, will 
favor a stringent legislative investigation. The 
question is also asked whether the candidate is in 
favor of legislation to prevent fraud and intimida- 
tion at the primary elections and to secure their 
purity and honesty. In the circular addressed 
to candidates for Congress the question 
is asked whether the caadidate approves of 
the principles of the Senate bill to regu- 
late and improve the civil service and the 
House bill prohibiting assessments, ana whether, if 
elected, he will give those measures his active sup- 
port, All of the candidates addressed{are invited to 
communicate their views to the association wheth- 
er in favor or against civil service measures. Re- 
marks were made by Thomas G. Shearman, H. 


W. Maxwell, City Treasurer Fleeman Benja- 
min Estes, Thomas H, Rodman, A. UH. 
Osborn, and others. Mr. Maxwell said 


that in his ward he had seen 60 employes of public 
offices marched up toa primary and compelled to 
vote against the sentiment of the better class of 
ers tag The meeting unanimously adopted a reso- 
ution to the effect tnat the Civil Service Reform 
Association of Brooklyn protests against and de- 
nuunces the recent interference of the Federal Ad- 
ministration in the politics of this State as con- 
trary to the declaration in favor of civil service re- 
form embodied itn the platform of the Republican 
National Convention upon which the present Ad- 
ministration was elected, and as utterly opposed 
to the spirit of this Government.

THE HON. WILLIAM M. LOWE. 
William Manning Lowe, who represented 
the Eighth Alabama District in Congress, died yes- 


testerday morning at Huntsville, Als., his native 
place. The immediate cause of his death was suf- 
focation ensuing from constriction of the bronchial 
tubes, though his physicians could give no clear 


diagnosis of the affection of the throat from 
which the constriction sprang, and with which 
Mr. Lowe had been suffering for several months. 
Col. Lowe was born Jan. 16, 1842, and was 
educated at Green Academy, Huntsville. He was 
afterward graduated from Wesleyan University, 
at Florence, Ala., at the age of 16. He then re- 
moved to Lebanon, Tenn., and was graduated 
from the Law Department of Cumberland Uni- 
versity, being the valedictorian of his class. He 
then entered the University of Virginia, bat the 
war breaking out he left college and joined the 
Confederate Army as a private in the Fourth Ala- 
bama Infantry Regiment. He was at first opposed 
to secession, but when his State seceded from the 
Union he acquiesced in the actionof the majority. 
He served through the war with distinetion, rising 


from a private to Lieutenant-Colonel, He was 
wounded three times. After the war he studied 
law and was admitted tothe Bar. Col. Lowe was 
a consistent and active Democrat for years, serv- 
ing on the County, District, and State Committees 
of that party. In 1866, 1867, and 1868 he was elected 
District Attorney in the Judicial Circuit of North- 
ern Alabama, and_ served until removed 
by the Reconstruction act under Grant. 
He was also a member of the Legisiature in 1870, 
At this time, however, he began to jean toward the 
Greenback Party, and in 1878 refused to go into the 
Democratic Congressional Convention, and an- 
nounced himself an independent candidate on 
the National Greenback platform. He was elected, 
defeating W. W. Garth by a majority of 2,500 votes. 
He was seated by the House June 2, 1882, as amem- 
ber of the Forty-seventh Congress, in place of 
Joseph Wheeler, the retired member. Col. Lowe 
was conservative in religion, his faith being of the 
philosophie type, and his philosophy was transcen- 
dental. He was a charming conversationalist 
when aroused, but was generally quiet and reticent. 
In Congress,he was nota frequent or a velumin- 
ous speaker, but whenever he rose to a question his 
argument was clear and dignified and always to 
the point. He always depended on the force of 
logic, and never descended to personalities. He 
was always listened to with respect, even by op- 
ponents. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—The Speaker of the 
House of Represontatives has appointedjin behalfjof 
the House a committee consisting of the Repre- 
sentatives below named, to attend the funeral of 
the late Representative Lowe: Thomas Herndon, 
H. A. Herbert, William Oates, Thomas Williams, G. 
W. Hewitt. and William H. Forney, of Alabama; 
Emory Speer. of Georgia; Charles E. Hooker, of 
Mississippi, and George G. Dibrell, Bentou McMil- 
lin, Charles B. Simonton, and William R. Moore, of 
Tennessee. It is said that Col. Lowe, before leay- 
ing Washington, intrusted to friends here what Is 
described as a sort of political will, to be opened 
in the event of his sudden death, and that in this 
will he expressed a strong desire that Paul L. 
Jones, a prominent Greenbacker of Alabama, 
shou!d succeed him in Congress. 4

The firm does an extensive 
jobbing and wholesale business, and six large 
rooms inthe building are devoted exclusively to 
manufacturing purposes. They import largely, 
and supp!y the home trade with foreign goods to a 
great extent, besides keeping their two stores in 
this City and two in Newport well stocked with 
European drugs and fancy toilet articles.

SARGENT’S “EL JALEO” AT 1HE 
SCHAUS GALLERY.

One sees a rough-and-ready stage on which 
footlights of no great brilliancy cast trom this 
side of the canvas the shadows of the performers 
on a badly finished wall. The wall at foot is lined 
with nine seated Spanish musicians and dancers, 
and decorated above with an old play-bill, two 
guitars hanging side by side, and toward the cen- 
tre the great fantastic shadow of a solitary 
dancer. In the row of her comrades two men, 
side by side, bend intently over their guitars; 
another leans back till his thick neck can be seen 
more plainly than his face, and opens his mouth 
in one of the shouts that enliven the performers of 
a national dance. The picture is very large and 
impressive. Two younger men in the line clap 
their hands to mark the rhythm and encourage 
the dancer: another has ceased to play his guitar 
and looks on impassively; two young women in 
dark dresses, relieved by bright thin shawls, fling 
their pale arms and open their lips to stimulate the 
chief figure of the scene. Against the line, and 
hiding completely one figure, stands the star of the 
troupe, a woman of 35, with strong bare arms, long 
hands and fingers, and a most pronounced Spanish 
type of face. Her right arm is akimbo, and pro- 
jeets from the canvas with a great show of skill in 





perspective. Only one foot is visible under 
the heavy folds of a satin skirt. The 
body is thrust backward from the hips, 


and the left hand, thrown forward with ex- 
tended forefinger, seems hardly to suffice to keep 
the equilibrium of the pose. The observer has to 
imagine a movement taking place in which for a 
second the centre of gravity Is disturbed; a step 
backward seems the only way to keep her from 
falling. The light is far from brilliant, there are 
large shadows on the scene and about all the 
figures; the colors are not particularly vivid, and 
the contours of the woman who dances are melt- 


ing rather than sharp, yet in nowise do they lack 
firmness. Great skill is snown in the bearing 
effect of the picture as a whole. The more 
one recedes from it, the better the composi- 
tion appears, the firmer and finer is the 
painting. The masses of light and dark tell more 
at a distance than near by, and the breadth with 
which it is painted in all parts Causes no points 
that are necessary to the effect to be lost. At the 
same time the questionable colors of the shawis of 
the two women on the right—one a flat thin 
scarlet, the other a tone between magenta and 
purple—are less felt. Nearer by they are a trifle 
discordant. The magenta-purple rote reappears 
in the neck-scarfs of the male performers, while 
the black mantilla of the dancer, flung wildly 
behind her as she moves, is lit by points 
of another color, much more discreet, which 
only adds greatly to the good effect. On 
the whole, one does not feel that Mr. 
Sargent is by virtue of his own naturea colorist, 
yet itis pretty evident that he has other resources 
which indemnify him from that want. He has a 
fine feeling for color, great taste,and the superb 
drill in his profession which one learns in the Pari- 
sian studios and sees practiced among French 
painters and hears applauded by French critics. 
Owing te his leaning toward the Spaniards—Velas- 
quez, Goya, Fortuny—he may be classed, to speak 
very generally indeed, among the impressionists, 
and the thickness of his shadows, the heaviness of 
his draperies, the boldness of light and shade, the 
animation of his‘ chief figure, increase the affilia- 
tion. But Mr. Sargent is evidently at a point in 
his career when he is breaking away from schools 
and comradeships. His note is distinctively his 
own, however much of the influence of the mas- 
ters one may detectin him. At the same time he 
is a French artist rather thanan American. There 
may be a trace of the American in the courage and 
inventiveness displayed, courage and inventive- 
ness which, when allied to such perfection in 
brush-work, raised his picture far above all but 
a few in the late Salon. But he is French in meth- 
ods and thought; he appeals to the demand of 
Paris by flattering the modern cu/te for Spanisn 
things and aiming at the well-known passion of 
Parisians for the stage. The likeliaood was that in 
ergy such a scene he would fall into vulgarity, 

ut he has avoided that pitfall with great suecess. 
There is enthusiasm and abandon in the pose of 
the dancer, but it has nothing debasing nor sug- 
gestive of the unseemly. There may be two opin- 
ions, however, about the advisability of the pose. 

The Andalusian dance which he has caught with 
so much vividness, and painted with such mastery 
of technique, is essentially quiet. It inherits from 
the East, perbaps through the Moors, the strange 
immobility that travelers in Asia Minor sometimes 
admire, but oftener decry, in the professional 
dancing women. The feet do not move much. The 
thighs vibrate, and as the torso turns and twists, the 
arms are in continued movement and describe all 
sorts of passions with motions that are understood 
by people who talk little and gesticulate much. It 
is unfortunate that Mr. Sargent has not indicated 
more clearly the place of the knees of his dancer 
and that of her other foot. For however we may 
explain her position, the feeling that she may fall 
backward cannot be got rid of. If she is moving 
rapidly the next step would upset her. If she is 
doing what is usual in the Audalusian dance, keep- 
ing te one spot and swaying her body back, the 
eye would like to be surer of the centre of gravity 
by seeing where her other foot is and so make 
certain that she cannot fall. Or should we sup- 
pose that she is momentarily in a position that 
cannot be retained? Then the picture lacks in its 
chief figure the quiet that belongs toa painting 
really great. Quiet there is elsewhere; that is 
certain. The two guitars side by side on the wall. 
The two guitarists, with caps. profiles, arms, and 
instruments repeating the same lines. The tired 
guitarist. The intimate expressions of almost all 
the performers—even those in the act of shouting 
and clapping their hands—are managed with the 
highest art to give the weary, acta, ag Map tn 
week look that professionals seldom fail to show. 
Nor dves one feel that the dencer is carried 
away by her dance, notwithstanding her move- 
ment and wild fling of the arm. In this 
point lies the greatest charm of the picture, 
for todo such a thing means something higher 
and more difficult than to attain technique. Ona 
somewhat lower level it is like the inspiration that 
Bastien Lepage threw into the tace of his ** Joan 
of Arc,”’ and which saved that picture from being 
merely a remarkable tour de force, Taking it allin 
all, '* El Jaleo” is well werthy of the praises that 
have been awarded it in Paris, especially by Paul 
Leroi in L'Art, and if it has little or nothing to 
do directly with American art, the progress and 
achieved suceess of a young painter of American 
parentage can hardly fail to encourage native 
artists. It should spur them on. not to imitate Mr. 
Sargent in his methods or subjects, but in his faith- 
ful and uninterrupted devotion to his profession. 
Between the ‘‘ Capré Girl’ that he exhibited some 
years ago at an exhibition of the Society of Ameri- 
can Artists and this picture there is the leap from 
pupilage to mastery. 





A BRUTAL EXHIBITION.

TWO ENGLISH BULL-DOGS FIGHT AT HUNT- 
ER’S POINT. 

An unusually brutal dog-fight took place at 
Hunter's Point yesterday afternoon. Forone hour 
and three-quarters two full-blooded imported Eng- 
lish bull-dogs attacked each other, without any 
other interference than that provided by the rules 
governing these exhibitions. About 20 well-known 


sporting men surrounded the pit and anx- 
iously watched the course of the fight. 
The dogs matched were Brute, a_. brin- 
dle, weighing 385 pounds, and Tug, a 


clear white, weighing about 30 pounds. The lat- 
ter was in excellent conditioa, while of Brute, 
though the favorite, it was said by some that he 
had been too finely trained and weuld not last. 
The dogs were ‘‘ scratched” at 2 o’clock, and inthe 
first bout Brute had his own way, and would have 
concluded the brutal exhibition almost at once by 
killing his adversary had it not been that having 
gained this advantage the dogs were parted in ac- 
cordance with the rules. The second and third 
rounds were repetitions of the first, and the white 
dog was bleeding profusely in many places. 
In the fourth round Brute began to show signs of 
weakness, and Tug was not slow in taking advan- 
tage of this fact. e caught Brute by the fore leg 
and crippled him ina moment. Brute came to the 
line, however, in the fifth round, but Tug, encour- 
aged by bis handlers and others around him, this 
time forced the fight, and immediately catching 
him by the throat threw him to the floor and held 
him there. Brute now made no resistance, and 
when Tug was pulled away he was ap- 
parently lifeless upon the floor of the 
pit. This ended the fight, and several 
thousand dollars, it is said, changed hands upon 
the result. The fight was one of the most bitterly 
contested that has been known in the vicinity of 
Hunter’s Point in many months, and has been 
looked forward to by the select few who expected 
to be present with a great deal of anxiety. Both 
dogs were noble specimens of their breed, and as 
supremely ugly as they were vicious. Brute, crippled 
beyond all possibility of recovery, was shot by his 
owner before the party left the inclosure.

PHILIP D. ARMOUR’S VIEWS ON THE NEW 
MOVE IN THE CATTLE TRADE. 
Cnricaao, Oct. 12.—Being interviewed to- 
day on the subject of the dressed beef movement 
to New-York, Mr. Philip D. Armour, of Armour & 
Co., said: “This business has to be done through 
the West. They have a large percentage over kill- 





_ing cattle in the East, because there are no rings in 


the trade here, whereas they have nothing but 
rings there. They have rings in hides, rings in tal 
low, rings in beef, and rings in everything in 
the cattle department. The future course of busi- 
ness is allin this direction, and, instead of all cat- 
tle being shipped East alive, it will only be done 
in avery small way. Itis simply alaw of nature 
that the bullock, like the hog, will be handled near 


the corn belt. It is just as natural for the trade to 
be — here as itis for the Mississippi to find an 
outlet.” 

‘* What will be the effect on the West?’ 

‘It will have a very beneficial effect in helping 
to develop the West and in Jargely increasing its 
volume in trade. The facilitities have been in- 
creased greatly. We have now refrigerator cars 
that make this trade practicable. The cars used in 
the past, fer the most part, were worthless. You 
might as well haye shipped the meat in a clothes 
basket. But two or three firms have row got cars 
that are absolutely perfect. We have just effected 
an improvement on ours that cost $200 per car, and 
we can now land meat in Eastern cities as fresh 
and firm as when it left the West.” 

**Is there anything in the outcry that has been 
Honest in the East against meat shipped from 

ere?” 

** Absolutely nothing. Colorado builocks killed 
and put on ice here, and then on ice on arrival there, 
will bring more money by 2cents a pound than 
the meat killed on cre spot cy wholesale Eastern 
butchers. They have noc the facilities for killing 
there that we have here. ‘That is one advantage 
that the West has over the East. Another is, that 
alarge saving is effeeted here in the offal. We 
ean get better prices for the offal—hides and 
tallow—and the whole saying amounts to several 
dollars a bullock. So it is impossible for the East 
to compete with the West in this trade.” 

‘* Will Chicago be able to keep the trade?” 

“T do not know any place that has the same 
facilities for doing the business, and it must in- 


crease largely. I have no doubt it will in- 
crease 500 per cent, The trade is only 
in its infancy, and it will eventually 
assume gigantic proportions. Our trade has 


up to the present ba@en in joints and loins—in 
pieces weighing from 50 to 500 pounds—but we are 
now getting cars in which we can ship whole car- 
cases. We had 10such cars delivered yesterday, 
and will soon have many more. In future we will 
do a large carcase business, and we intead to go 
into it extensively.”’ 

** With whom is your trade ?”’ 

**With small butchers and hotel-keepers in Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, New-York, Boston, and Wash- 
ington. The wholesale butchers in those places 
who kill cattle see that it is no use to try and eom- 
pete with us, and are now sending out men all 
over the West totry and form connections here, 
so that they can have the dressed beef shipped to 
them from the West. Wesend small pieces daily 
by express and our fast freight lines, amounting in 
the aggregate to thousands and thousands of 
pounds to hotel-keepersfand small butchers, just 
as they want it, all over the country, from St. Paul 
to Augusta, and we have a way ot disposing of the 
coarser parts that the butcher has not. that gives 
us a great advantage.” 

“Do you do any trade with the South? Or1s 
there any probability ef any suchatrade being 
opened up in that direction?’ 

* We send meat from here to Louisville and Cin- 
cinnat! and other points in that vicinity, but our 
Kansas City house supplies the more Southern 
points. That place is a better point for a Southern 
trade than Chicago.”’

BROWNSVILLE, Texas, Oct. 12.—One death 
from yellow fever occurred hvre to-day, the victim 
being a Mexican, but no new cases were reported, 
At Fort Brown Lieut.

Among the deaths have been 
those of the Rev. Mr. Dubose, Pastor of the Metho- 
dist church, and of young Hawkins, mentioned in 
yesterday's dispatch. Among the new cases are 
those of Dr. White, of the United States Marine 
Hospital Service, and Dr. Renshaw, who had al- 
ready recovered from an attack. The illness of 
these twe practitioners, with another already sick, 
eauses a serious lack of medical attention to tbe 
sufferers, and renders the report of rew cases im- 
perfect. The recent cases have been marked by 
aggravated malignancy.

MARIE PRESCOTT ON THE STAND. 

HER SUIT FOR LIBEL AGAINST THE AMERI- 

CAN NEWS COMPANY. 

in a sheet devoted to the discussion of the- 
atrical topics and known as Nym Crinkle, an ar- 
ticle was published in August, 1881, which refleeted 
severely upon Marie Prescott, the actress who sup- 
ported the Italian actor Salvini last season. The 
article called attention to the fact that a portrait 
of Miss Prescott had been published in another so- 
called dramatie journal which had previously pub- 
lished attacks upon her ability as an actress and 
her good fame as a woman. It charged that ske 
paid $25-for the publication of her portrait, had 
thus appeased her former assailant and procured 


some notoriety for herself, but at the same time 


had given the public reason to believe that the 
statemerts which had been made against her good 
Qame were founded in truth. 

Miss Prescott, considering this article to be libel- 
ous, began a suit for $20,000 damages against the 
American News Company, by which corporation 
Nym Crinkle was sold and distributed. The 
trial of the suit was begun yesterday before Judge 
Russell and a jury in the Superior Court, Mr. M. R. 
Stafford appearing for the plaintiff and ex-Judge 
William Fullerton and Mr. E. H. Spooner for the 
defendant. Miss Prescott, or, as she is known off 
the stage, Mrs. Pertzel, is an intellectual-looking 
woman about 30 years of age. She is quick of corh- 
prehension and apt and clear in expression. She 
was attired plainly in a dlack frock anda black 
cloth jacket, close-fitting and buttoned up to her 
tbroat| Her lawyer resteu his case after proving 
the publication and_ circulation of the al- 
leged libelous article. Ex-Judge Fullerton opened 
the case for the defense, stating that the Ameri- 
can News Company had not circulated the alleged 
libelous article with knowledge of its contents, or 
with the purpose to do the plaintiff harm. The 
proper person forher to sue under the circum- 
Stances, he said, was the publisher of the paper, 
but as she had sued his client he proposed to prove 
the truth of the article and that the plaintiff was 
not achaste woman. On the contrary, he said, he 
would show that she had been the mistress ef sev- 
eralmen. Upen hearing this Miss Prescott grew 
red and her eyes filled with tears. A little boy who 
sat by her side, and who was said to be her son, 
noticing her tears, began to weep in sympathy 
with her. After having shown by a witness that 
publications are distributed by the American News 
Company without knowledge of their contents, 
Ex-Judge Fullerton astonished the actors and 
theatrical managers present by calling the plaintiff 
as a witness for the defense. She said, in response 
to his inquiries, that Marie Prescott was _ her 
maiden name, but she was the wife of Mr. William 
Pertzel, to whom she was married in this City on 
June 28, 1881. Being asked to produce her mar- 
a certificate, she answered curtly: “ I haven't 


“* Where ts it?’ said the ex-Judge. 

*““None of your business,’’ calmly answered the 
witness. 

**Is this the best account you can give this jury 
of your marriage?” 

Letting her examiner pass from her view, Miss 
Prescott, addressing the jury, said: “I was married 
to Mr, William Pertzel on the 23d of June, 1881. I 
am his wife, and that’senough!’’ She ye id 
admitted that in 1869 she was married to one Ed- 
ward James Burke, about whose present where- 
abouts there was some uncertainty. Mr. Fullerton 
gext asked: ‘*Did you ever profess to be the wife 
of Ernest Harvier’’ and the witness answered 
* Never !” with much vigor. 

“Did you never sign your name as Marie Har- 
vier?’ The emphatio auswer to this question was 
“No, never !"’ 

She subsequently denied that she wrote certain 
Jetters handed to her for identification, but ad- 
mitted the authorship of others, which she said 
she wrote to hec husband, Mr. Pertzel. Ex-Judge 
Fullerton read one of those letters, in which he 
thought there was evidence that itand the others 
had been written by the witness to Ernest Harvier, 
but she explained that the reference in it to 
** Ernest”’ was sarcastic, and could only be under- 
stood by her husband, who had the key to ic in 
other letters. Her examination will be resumed 
this morning.

THE TARIFF ON FIRE RISKS. 
FIXING NEW RATES FOR BREWERIES AND 
SUGAR REFINERIES. 

The Fire Underwriters’ Tariff Association 
was in executive session yesterday with the view 
of agreeing upon a standard rate of insurance for 
breweries and sugar refineries situate in the Metro- 
politan district. It was urged that the rate charged 
on brewery risks, averaging about 75 cents per 
$100, with a brokerage and rebate of 20 per cent., 
was inadequate, and that the rules of the associa- 
tion regulating brokerage at 10 per cent. and pro- 
viding for fixed standard rates should be immedi- 
ately applied to this class of hazards. After much 
discussion, during which it was contended that a 


thorcugh survey of the risks referred to should be 
made before changing the tariff, it was ultimately 
determined to rate brewery buildings and their 
contents at 1 per cent. with 10 per cent. brokerage. 
The fact that several large blocks of brewery 
risks will shortly fall in for renewal, it is said, 
helped to defeat the effort to postpone action until 
the contemplated surveys were had. With regard 
to fixing the rate on sugar refineries the only dif- 
ference of opinion expressed was in respect to the 
manner in which the increase should be made. It 
was stateu that the rate in England on this class of 
ri.ks was from 5 to7 per cent., but there the aver- 
age or co-insurance clause obtained. It was pro- 
posed to fix the rate here at4 per cent., with an 
allowance of one-quarter for co-insurance, but the 
roposition failed to get the constitutional major- 
ty and was therefore lost. Finally the association 
agreed to tix as the standard rate on sugar re- 
fiueries 2% per cent., with the proviso that charges 
for deficiencies and allowanees for improve- 
ments on poor and good risks, respectively, could 
be made. This will also reduce the brokerage on 
sugar refineries to 10 per cent. The association also 
discussed and disposed of, temporarily at least, the 
question of rating grain elevators and graiu ware- 
houses by fixing a minimum tariff on each accord-

MR. ACTON'S AUTOGRAPHS. 

Secretary Folger called upon Assistant 
@nited States Treasurer Acton, at the Sub-Treas- 
ary, yesterday, and found him busily engaged sign- 
ing ten-thousand-dollar gold certificates. Alluding 
to the declaration made by Acting Secretary New 
to the Washington correspondert of Tue Times 
that it was Mr. Acton’s own ideato have his au- 
tographs upon the gold certificates, Mr. Acton 


said that such a statement was untrue. “I have 
toid you and others that I never asked or desired 
to have my name on these certificates,’ he said. 
“Now suppose you ask Seeretary Folger 
about it.’ The Secretary, who had been 
intently watching Mr. Acton’s nimble hand 
fiving over the crisp, new notes, looked up 
and auietly remarked: “I am the only one 
that is responsible for Mr. Acton’s signing these 
certificates, and I apologized to him for putting 
the burden upon him, Mr. Acton did not know 
that he wasto sign the certificates until I told 
bim.” Secretary Folger said that he had desired 
the Assistant Treasurer to sign the certificates, 
beeause he did not consider it safe for them to be 
sent through the country without having an auto- 
graph signature upon them. When asked whether 
be knew of any urgent demand being made for 
the certificates from vo | part of the tense? the 
Secretary said that he did not, but he immediately 
added: “Ihave been away from Washington for 
sometime. There does not seem to be much de- 
mand for the certificates here.’ Upto last even- 
ing the Assistant Treasurer had signed $54,650,000 
of the certificates, a task which required him to 
write his name 17,000 times. 
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THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL MUST APPEAR. 

A suit brought in the name of the people, to 
perpetually restrain the Metropolitan Telephene 
and Telegraph Company from erecting and main- 
taining poles and wires in West Twenty-first-street, 
was ealled for trial before Judge Lawrence and a 
jury in the Supreme Court, Circuit, on Monday, 


Oct. 2. Mr. L. E. Chittenden appeared for the 
people and Mr. Burton N. Harrison for the de- 
fendant cerporation. As soon asa jury had been 
obtained r. Harrison objected to the trial 
going on in the absence of the Attorney- 
General and of his official subordivates, 
as he claimed that that officer had no right to em- 
ploy special counsel to representhim. Judge Law- 
rence beara a long argument on this point, and 
reserved his decision until yesterday, when he de- 
sided that the objection was good. The Attorney- 
General, he said, has, under the act of 1848, and the 
decision of the Court of Appeals in the case of The 
People against the Continental Life Imsurance 
Company, power to employ speeial attorneys to 
represent him upon motions at General or Special 
Terms, or Chambers, but must appear personally 
pr by deputy at the trials of causes in which the 
people are interested. He has no powerte employ 
pounsel to appear for him generally in a cause, 
and his procurement of special representatives to 
argue motions must arise out of the fact that he 
and his deputies are unable from stress of circum- 
stances to appear. Judge Lawrence theretore 
held that the Metropolitan Telephone and Tele- 
graph Compary could not be compelled to go on 
with the trial of the action against itin the absence 
of the Attormey-General. 
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TRUNK LINES’ PASSENGER BUSINESS. 

The Joint Executive Committee considering 
the passenger business of the trunk line railroads 
and their connections concluded its session yes- 
terday, and adjourned to meet in this City Nov.

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A NEW GERMAN STEAMER. 
THE ACCOMMODATIONS AND FITTINGS OF 
THE WERRA, DUE HERE NEXT WEEK, 
The new steam-ship Werra, of the North 
German Lloyds, left Bremen on her first ocean voy- 
age yesterday morning and will probably reach 
here the latter part of next weck. The Werra was 
buiit en the Clyde, in the ship-yara of John Elder 
& Co., where the steam-shipvs Alaska, Elbe, and Ari- 


zona were launched. The Werra’s hull has been 
divided into a number of water-tight compart- 
ments. Her measurement is about 6,000 tons and 
her dimensions are: Length, 455 feet; breadth of 
beam, 46 feet, and depth of hold, 38%. The 
engines are compound, of the inverted cylinder 
type, and have an indicated horse ower of 7,500. 
The first cabin has accommodations for 170 first 
class passengers, and the second for 90 passengers. 
The main dining-saloon is forward of the engines, 
and is 46 feet square. It extends the entire width 
of the ship. The panelings are of walnut, and the 
ceiling is of richly carved wood. All of the fittings 
here are gold-plated, and handsome oil-paintings 
have been hung on tne forward and after bulk- 
heads. The state-rooms are plaved fore and aft of 
the dining-saloon, and contain every facility for 
comfort. The upholstering of the salvon is ele- 
gant throughout. The ladies’ cabin, which is on 
the promenade deck, is fitted up in a costly man- 
ner. On the deck below this isa bandsome smok- 
ing-room, Inthe second cabin the panelings are of 
maple with gold moldings, while the fittings are 
of Florentine bronze. The state-rooms there are 
very comfortably fitted up. Although on the same 
deck as the first cabin, the second saloon is at the 
after end of the ship. In the between-decks are 
ample accommodations for at least 1,100 immi- 
grants. 

The Werra meets all the requirements of the 
Bureau Veritas, and in some respects she surpasses 
these requirements. Her lower and orlop deeks 
are of ironand she has several more water-tight 
bulkheads than are usually required. The upper 
deck is of teak, while all of the deck-houses are 
either of teak or of iron. In orderto protect the 
main decks from the enormous seas which are 
apt to strike an Atlantic steamer either for- 
ward or aft during heavy weather, a 
strongly constructed iron turtle-back deck 
is placed at either end ef the Werra. Every 
portion of the vessel is well lighted and ven- 
tilated. The ship issteered by a patent steam ap- 
paratus, and has a hand-steering gear to be used 
in case the steam apparatus shouid give out. She 
bas four iron masts, and can carry a large spread 
of canvas. Capt. Barre, formeriy of the Main, 
commands the Werra. Heisa navigator of great 
experience, and has been in the employ of the 
North German Lloyds Company for several years. 
During her trial trip the Werra made 1714 miles per 
hour. Another new steam-ship of the same build as 
the Werra is now being constructed inthe yard of 
Elder & Co, This will be named the Fulda, and 
will be out here on her first trip some time next 
February. 


A SANE MAN IN AN ASYLUM. 
WILLIAM KEATING ORDERED TO BE 
LEASED FROM WARD 8 ISLAND. 

William Kesting was sent to the Ward’s 
Island Asylum asa lunatic about two years ago, 
and has since been kept there. He wrote lettersto 
persons in this City, and an application for his re- 
lease, on the grounds that he was a sane man and 
had been sentto the asylum by malignant rela- 
tives, was made to the Supreme Court. The ap- 
plication was denied, but the case was 
sent before Commissioners and a_ Sheriff's 
jury. The inquiry before this tribunal, for the de- 
termination of Keating's sanity, took place yester- 
day. F.S. Middlebrook, a former assistant keeper 
in the asylum, testified that he had known Keating 
for many months, bad made up his mind that he 
was a sane man, and had so reported to Dr. A. E. 
Macdonald, the Superintendent of the asylum. Dr. 
William W. Strew, former Superintendent of the 
Black well’s Island Asylum for the Insane, testified 
that he had examined Keating, and was of the 
opinion that he was a sane man. Thomas J. Mal- 
len, also formerly employed im the insane asylum, 
swore that he never saw Keating act in an insane 
manner, and believed him to be sound of mind. 

Dr. A. E. Macdonald testified that Keating, hav- 
ing been quiet in his manner, some months after 
being admitted tothe insane asylum was moved 
from the ward for violent patients to the one for 
tractable lunatics, but soon after he had to be sent 
back for disciplining. Dr, Macdonald thought him 
to be a dangerous lunatic, although he had not 
made an examination of him recently. He formed 
bis opinion from the letters of Keating and the 
statements of his relatives. 

Keating then told the jury how and why he bad 
been put into the lunatic asylum. He bad quar- 
reled with his father and had slapped his nephew 
for some act he did not approve. Soon afterward 
he was arrested upon a warrant and taken to the 
Tombs. Two doctors there put a few questions to 
him, and then he was sent to the asylum. While 
there he had been badly treated. Permission to write 
letters had been denied him at times, and at least 
one letter that he wrote—to Judge Donohue—had 
been changed and statements had been put into it 
to prove him insane. lie said he felt be had been 
badly treated, but he felt no animosity toward his 
relatives, 

Keating’s father testified that he had procured 
the arrest of his son for assault and battery. He 
had never thought his son insane, and in procur- 
ing his arrest bad merely desired to have him pun- 
ished for being disrespectful to him, (the witness.) 
Rather thap send him to an insane asylum he 
would wish him dead. The jury found Keating to 
be a sane man, aud he was released from custody.

THE CONVENTION OF GRAND ARMY DELE- 


GATES THIS EVENING, 


The convention of delegates from posts of 
the Grand Army of the Republic throughout this 
State to be held this evening at Hotel Schilling. No. 
364 Sixth-avenue, will undoubtedly be a very large 
one, The movement started by John A. Dix Post, 
No, 135, Commander Nicholas W. Day, regarding 
the discharges of veteran soldiers from service in 
the various departments of the Government, in vio- 
lation of the civil service laws, has met with hearty

THE BRIDGE INVESTIGATION, 
Mayor Grace and Mayor Low, of Brooklyn, 
had a consultation yesterday regarding the investi- 
gation of the affairs of the Brooklyn bridge re- 
ceutly ordered by the Trustees. Each said he was 


infavor of thoroughly investigating the bridge 
from its beginning In 1869, but as from 1869 to 1875 
the bridge was managed by a private company, 
and as the resolution of the Trustees only calied 
for an examination of affairs since 1875, there was 
some doubt of the right of the investigators to go 
back of 1875. They thought, however, that as 
New-York and Brooklyn had paid $4,500,000 towara 
the bridge between 1809 and 1875 the investigation 
ought to eover that period. The Mayers finally 
decided to ask the opinions of the Corporation 
Counsel of each city as to just what powers they 
had under the resolution. 
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AN INSANE FATHER'S CRIME. 
In April, 1879, Daniel W. Macer, a car 
driver, who lived with his wife and four children 
at No. 228 East One Hundred and Twenty-first- 


street, in the temporary absence of his wife shot 
and killed his oldest child, Mary, aged 5 years. 
The prisoner was indicted for the murder, but hav- 
ing been pronounced insane at the time the erime 
was committed was sent to the Lunatio Asylum on 
Blackwell’s Island. He subsequently recovered 
his reason and was sent back to the Tombs to 
stand trial. In the General Sessions Court, yester- 
day, he was tried, and the jury after hearing med- 
ical testimony found that ho was still insane, and 
acquitted him on the ground of his insanity at tho 
time the offense was committed. The unfortunate 
man was then commiited by Judge Gildersleeve to 
the Homeopathic Lunatic Asylum, at Middletown. 
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SMU@GLED GOODS SEIZED. 
The Custom-kouse Inspectors who boarded 
the steam-ship Bothnia, from Liverpool, at Quaran- 
tine on WeGuesday morning, seized eight trunks

THE CASE AGAINST COMSTOCK, 

The action for felonious assault of James 
Robinson, the Long Island City Coroner, against 
Anthony Comstock, the agent of the Society for 
the Suppression of Vice, eame up for hearing yes- 
terday before Justice Delahanty, in Long Island 
City. Mr. Comstock, acting under authority of the 


Supreme Court, endeavored on Monday last to en- 
ter the Hunter’s Point pool-rooms through Mr. 
Robinson's office, which was one of the avenues of 
approach. Wr. Robinson shut the door ima Mr. 


Orover 13, 1882. 


Comstock’s face, and Mr. Comstock thereupon 
broke the door open. Mr. Robinson had Mr. Com- 
stock arrested for felonious assault. Before the 
case was opened Richard Busteed, who at the pre- 
vious hearings attempted te act as counsel for 
Robinson and who was objected to by Comstock’s 
counsel on the ground that the District Attorney, if 
any one, fe te prosecute the case, read a letter 
which he had written to District Attorney Downing. 
The letter gave his reasons for declining to take 
any further part in the case. Justice Delahanty 
then sent for District Attorney Downing, but that 
functionary refused to attend. In answer to a sec- 
ond message Mr. Downing appeared, and, address- 
ing himself to Justice Delahanty, spoke as follows: 
**T had occasivn to look at the papers in this case 
in the Grand Jury room when they were present- 
ed before that body. I have seen at least one side 
of the case, and it does not become me as a public 
officer to take any other view of it than that I took 
at that time. which was that it was a case that de- 
manded no prosecution.” Justice Delahanty said 
he wanted Mr. Downing’s advice in the matter, 
and Mr. Downing replied: ** Then I advise you to 
dismiss the case.” Justice Delahanty thereupon 
dismissed the case, but said he still thought he had 
a right to issue the warrant.

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A CYCLONE APPROACHING. 

The drizzling rain and cold winds of the past 
few days are forerunners of a storm which may 
prove even more serious in its consequences than 
that which caused so much damage in the vicini- 
ty of this City last month. Two storms are travel- 
ing toward New-York at present. That which is 
most to be dreaded is a cyclone, which is traveling 


up the Atlantic coast, and will reach this City witn- 
in 24 hours, The cyclone was, at 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing.centred between Cape Hatteras and Norfolk,but 
would have reached New-York last evening had it 
not been forthe high temperature which prevailed 
here, and proved an effectual barrier to its course. 
The lesser storm which is approaching is raging at 
present over Michigan, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, 
and is traveling in this direction. The movements 
of all the ocean storms, in the United States, are a 
little north of east, while those which generate in 
the lake region usually move easterly until the 
coast is reached. Consequently the two storms 
threaten to centre in this vicinity. High winds are 
at present raging in the West, and heavy rains are 
falling. The velocity of the wind last night was: 
In Bismarck, Dakota, 20 miles, in Cheyenne, 
Wyoming Territory, 24 miles; in Fort Buford 
and Fort Custer, Montana, 28 miles; in 
Marquette, Mich.. 24 miles; in Milwaukee, 
Wis., 25 miles, and in Mackinaw, Mich., 24 
miles. The average velocity of the wind is but six 
miles per hour, and the violence of the Western 
storm may be estimated by these figures.

A HITCH IN CENSUS WORK. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 12.—The Census Bureau 
in June of last year, engaged J. D. Wattles, pub- 
lisher of the Sunday School 7imes, of this city, to 
collect information in regard to tne Sunday schools 
of the country forthe tenth census.
